WHEREAS, Senator Walter C. Givhan, our beloved friend and Dean 
of the Legislature, died on February 18, 1976, at his Safford home; and 


WHEREAS, Senator Givhan, a native of Perry County, was born 
May 7, 1902; attended elementary and high schools in Linden; and in 1921 
received his Bachelor of Science degree in agriculture from North Georgia 
College, Dahlonega, Georgia; and 


WHEREAS, Senator Givhan served untiringly and with unselfish 
dedication in the Alabama Legislature for over 38 years, establishing more 
tenure in the legislature than anyone in Alabama history; and 


WHEREAS, Senator Givhan was first elected to the House in 1930, 
where he served for sixteen years and in 1954 was elected for the first of six 
terms in the Senate; and 


WHEREAS, this great leader’s record of service is legendary —he was 
the leader in 1935 in the establishment of the Alabama Milk Control Board 
and Alabama Dairy Commission, thus stabilizing the milk industry in the 
State; he was instrumental in the establishment of a system of trade 
schools and junior colleges throughout the State; he fought for an inland 
docks system; he acted as an advocate for an improved highway system; 
and he was affectionately recognized as the ‘father of the Soybean 
movement in Alabama’’; and 


WHEREAS, this Black belt farmer exhibited his abiding love for 
agriculture in crusading for agricultural benefits for the agri-business 
industry and during the last quarter of a century every mayor piece of 
lepislayion that had a bearing on farmers carried the indelible Givhan seal; 
an 


WHEREAS, this true Southern gentleman was the navigator whose 
skillful direction steered this body through many turbulent waters onto a 
straight and purposeful course; and 


WHEREAS, Senator Givhan exemplified humility, great dignity, 
loyal representation and outstanding statesmanship; and 
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WHEREAS, Senator Givhan’s wit and personal charm endeared him 
to all, whether friend or mere acquaintance, and particularly to the 
members of the legislature; and 


WHEREAS, this Body fondly recalls Senator Givhan's folksy 
sayings, such as: ‘‘Never go back on an old friend to make a new one’”’ and 
“This little bill isn’t controversial—it just amends present law’’; and 


WHEREAS, Senator Walter C. Givhan served since 1943 as a board 
member of the Alabama Farm Bureau Federation and as secretary- 
treasurer thereof since 1954; and was a mason, a member of the Royal 
Arch, a Democrat, a Methodist, a member of Central Chapel at Central 
Mills, and member of the Sigma Nu fraternity since 1921, which recently 
bestowed its 50-year pin on its distinguished brother; and 


WHEREAS, we shall miss profoundly the wisdom and counsel of this 
great leader, Senator Walter C. Givhan, whom we have long admired and 
revered and have been honored to call our friend throughout many years of 
close association; and 


WHEREAS, this legislature feels that words are inadequate to pay 
the proper tribute to this great but humble man, who was so dear to us, 
and whose many contributions to this great State will serve as a living 
monument to Senator Givhan; now therefore 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA,

has suffered a severe loss in the passing of one of its most beloved and 
distinguished leaders who has contributed so much to the progress and 
development of this State and the well-being of its citizens.

supervision and regulation of the insurance business within or relative to 
this State; making appropriations; to provide penalties for the violation of 
this Act; to repeal certain laws and Acts, and for other purposes,’’ which 
relate to the Standard Nonforfeiture and Standard Valuation Laws 
applicable to life insurance companies so as to increase the interest rates 
used in determining minimum nonforfeiture and reserve values for 
contracts issued by such companies, and to substitute modern mortality 
tables in determining the reserve values for annuity contracts.

MANAGEMENTAND PERFORMANCE EVALUATION 
COMMITTEE. 


WHEREAS, the Governor of the State of Alabama and the Board of 
Corrections are presently under Federal Court Order mandating certain 
changes and improvements in the conditions of Alabama’s prisons; and 


WHEREAS, the findings of the Legislative Prison Task Force which 
was created as a sub-committee of the legislature’s Interim Committee on 
Finance and Taxation reflect that the conditions, management, and 
financial status of the Alabama prison system present very realistic and 
severe problems which must be dealt with on a continuing basis; and 


WHEREAS, said task force, in its report to the Legislature, details 
specific problems regarding the internal operation, care, maintenance and 
management of the prison system along with certain recommendations 
which, if jmplemented, would assist in alleviating these problems; and 


WHEREAS, there is a mounting concern among the citizenry of this 
state for the aforementioned problems and resolution thereof; and 
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WHEREAS, the overall financial condition of the state may be 
drastically affected by the necessity of solving the problems of the prison 
system, and increased operational and management efficiency would help 
reduce the financial burden and obligation of the State of Alabama to 
improve the prison system; now therefore 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, 
BOTH HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That a _ permanent 
legislative committee which shall be composed of 6 members, 2 of which 
shall be ex-officio and 4 of which shall be appointed, 2 each to be appointed 
by the President of the Senate and Speaker of the House, who shall both 
serve as the ex-officio members, the chairman to be selected by and from 
among the membership, shall be formed to assist in realizing the 
recommendations of the legislative task force and examine all aspects of 
the operations of the Board of Corrections. The Committee shall make 
diligent inquiry and a full examination of Alabama’s present and long term 
prison needs and they shall file reports of their findings and 
recommendations to the Alabama Legislature not later than the 15th 
legislative day of each regular session that the committee continues to 
exist. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That the committee shall be 
empowered to comply with the specific task force recommendations that 3 
persone. one each from the following areas, Department of Public Safety, 

xaminers of Public Accounts and a person knowledgeable in the area of 
farm operation and management be utilized and employed by the 
committee as needed to assist in realizing the recommendations of the task 
force by working individually in their respective areas and collectively in 
all problem areas that are now or may exist in the prison system. The 
committee shall be further empowered to provide compensation for any 
consultant or person employed not presently in state service and said 
compensation shall be fixed in a reasonable amount plus any expenses as 
deemed necessary by the committee. 


Upon the request of the Chairman, the Secretary of the Senate and the 
Clerk of the House shall provide such clerical assistance as may be 
necessary for the committee’s work. Each legislative member of the 
committee shall be entitled to his regular legislative compensation, his per 
diem and travel expenses incurred within the State for each day he attends 
a meeting of the committee when the Legislature is not in session or when 
the Legislature is in recess without pay. Each legislative member shall 
further be entitled to actual expenses for travel outside the State of 
Alabama which is deemed necessary by the Chairman and in accordance 
with the objectives of the committee. Such sums shall be paid out of any 
funds appropriated to the use of the Legislature, on warrants drawn on the 
state comptroller upon requisition signed by the committee’s chairman. 


Which was read and referred to the Standing Committee on Rules. 
Mr. McMillan offered the following Senate Joint Resolution, to-wit: 


S.J. R. 21. TOEXPRESS THE INTENT OF THE 
LEGISLATURE THAT THE BOARD OF CORRECTIONS SHALL 
DEVELOP AN INMATE WORK FORCE CAPABLE OF 
CONSTRUCTING STATE FACILITIES. 


WHEREAS it is the intent of this legislature that the Board of 
Corrections shall immediately begin to develop an inmate work force 
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capable of constructing prison facilities projected to be needed by the 
Board of Corrections and also capable of constructing other needed state 
facilities; and 


WHEREAS the inmate work force should at all times be under the 
proper supervision of the Board of Corrections; and

inmate work force with proper supervision capable of constructing 
facilities pioiected to be needed by the Board ae Corrections and also 
capable of constructing other needed state facilities.

Fringe Benefits to Public Employees, hereby created, and one copy thereof 
to the Retirement Systems o ‘Alcbania: The standing committee to which 
the bill has been assigned shall take no action on the bill until it has 
received the Joint Committee’s Official comments on the bill and its 
recommendations relative to the a pro riate action to be taken by the 
standing committee relative to the bt : The recommendations of the Joint 
Committee shall, however, be advisory only; and the standing committee 
shall take whatever action it deems wise relative to the bill, even though it 
does not comport with the Joint Committee’s recommendations. 


As soon as reasonably possible after referral to it of a bill, but after 
ample time has been allowed. for the secretary of the Retirement Systems 
or other fact gathering agency providing information needed therefor, the 
Joint Committee shall prepare its official comments and recommendations 
relative to the bill; and such comments shall be attached to the bill. A 
notation stating that the comments are so attached shall appear in the 
Journal immediately after the notation of the second reading of the bill. 


The official comments shall include, but shall not be limited to, the 
following: 


The estimated cost per fiscal year; the estimated total cost over the 
funding period; the certificate of the Retirement Systems of Alabama of 
the estimated annual and total funding costs when any bill affects the 
administration, financing, and benefits of or affects in any other manner 
either the State Employees’ Retirement System or the Teachers’ 
Retirement System; an estimated cost, both annual and total over the 
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funding period, of the extension of any benefit granted by any bill 
appropriate for consideration by the Joint Committee, where any such bill 
is not applicable to either of the retirement systems of the state or any 
funds administered thereunder. 


The Joint Committee shall be composed of: the chairman of the House 
Ways and Means Committee; the chairman of the Senate Finance and 
Taxation Committee; a member of the House Ways and Means Committée 
appointed by the chairman of the Ways and Means Committee; a member 
of the Senate Finance and Taxation Committee appointed by the chairman 
of the Finance and Taxation Committee; a member of the House of 
Representatives appointed by the Speaker of the House; and a member of 
the Senate appointed by the Lieutenant Governor. 


When the Joint Committee is meeting to consider a bill introduced 
into the House of Representatives the chairman of the House Ways and 
Means Committee shall serve as chairman; and when the matter for the 
committee's consideration is a Senate bill the chairman of the Finance and 
Taxation Committee of the Senate shall serve as chairman. 


Expenses for clerical help and other reasonable expenses of the 
committee shall be paid from funds appropriated to the legislature.

Gentlemen: 


In regard to the funding of the State’s contribution to the various 
pension systems, I submit to you the following message. 


The Administrator of the pension systems is required by law to 
submit his estimate to the Budget Officer by February Ist for the amount 
of funds the State will be required to contribute to the various pension 
programs. The estimates he gave us at that time are now incorparoid in 
the budget as recommended to you. Within the last few days, I have been 
advised by him that those estimates are inadequate and that a substantial 
increase will be needed. 


Today, pension programs throughout the United States, as well as 
Alabama, are demanding a greater share of State revenue. As Governor, I 
am charged with the fiscal responsibility of providing you with a balanced 
budget. I have no alternative. 


The budget I have recommended to you provides for an overall 
reduction in expenditures and funding for the pension programs at the 
level originally requested by the Administrator. 


The Administrator now says that we need $2,600,000 in order to fund 
the Judicial Retirement Program instead of the $1,100,000 originally 
requested. 


The Administrator also tells me that we need $140 million instead of 
the $109 million originally requested for the Teachers’ and State 
Employees’ Retirement Systems. 


I am further informed by the Administrator that unless these 
additional amounts are provided these programs will not be as actuarially 
sound as in the past. 


I have consistently stated that unless the practice of extending 
benefits in the various retirement systems of the State is halted Alabama 
would find itself among those states in which retirement systems are 
causing problems and affecting vital functions of state government. I 
again urge you to stop the practice of providing these additional benefits 
and additional coverages in our retirement systems. I urge you to review 
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the entire matter of the funding of our retirement systems carefully, calling 
before you representatives from all groups receiving benefits as well as the 
Administrator of the Pension Systems and other experts as you may see 
fit. 


In my opinion, Alabama now has a retirement system that is 
actuarially sound and is among the very best in benefits provided 
throughout the country. 


Gentlemen, we find ourselves in the position of being asked to increase 
the State’s share of funding the retirement systems from approximately 
$60 million in fiscal year 1974-75 to approximately $140 million in 1976-77. 
We all have a grave responsibility in this matter. 


I again ask that you consider and review this matter to the end that 
Alabama’s retirement systems may continue to be considered among the 
very best and continue to be funded on a basis that is actuarially sound and 
in the best interest of all the people of Alabama.

An act creating the ‘‘Alabama Sunset Law of 1976”; providing 
definitions; providing for the termination of state agencies, as defined in 
the act, or listed dates; providing a deadline for reece a 
recommendation as to continuance or termination on or before the first 
legislative day immediately following review; providing that any agency, 
unit or subunit which is terminated shall have 180 days in which to 
conclude its affairs after which time the specified agency, unit, subunits 
and their personnel positions would be abolished and all unexpended funds 
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would revert to the state fund from which appropriation was made; 
providing for a 4-year limit on the life of any continued or newly created 
agency, after which time review and evaluation procedures shall be 
repeated; providing for public hearings on the sufficient public need of 
agencies under review; providing for review and evaluation criteria; 
providing for a review and evaluation criterion of a ‘‘zero-based review and 
evaluation’; providing for a select committee to assist in the 
implementation of the provisions of this act; providing that appropriate 
House and Senate committees, upon assignment of the Speaker and 
President, respectively, shall sit jointly and complete the review and 
evaluation process and that their recommendation report shall be 
submitted to the Legislature and the Governor for distribution on, or 
before, the first legislative day of the regular session; providing expenses 
and pay of committee members be made from the state treasury from 
funds appropriated for the payment of the expenses of the legislature;

Section 4. Legislative committee review of state agencies shall 
begin at least four months prior to the regular legislative session next 
preceding the date upon which the agencies are scheduled to terminate 
pursuant to Section 3, and shall conclude with a recommendation for 
continuation or termination on or before the first legislative day 
immediately following said review. 


Section 5. Any agency specified in Section 3 which is terminated 
shall have a period of 180 days from the date of termination for the purpose 
of ceasing its affairs, and termination shall not reduce or otherwise limit 
the ponerse, duties or functions of each in this regard. Upon the expiration 
of this 180-day period, the specified agency, and its personnel positions 
shall be abolished with all unexpended funds reverting back to the state 
fund from which that appropriation was made. 


Section 6. The life of any agency scheduled for termination under 
this act may be continued on a vote of the legislature, as provided herein, 
after which time review and evaluation pursuant to the provisions of this 
act shall be repeated. Any newly Greated: agency shall have a life, stated in 
its enabling legislation, not to exceed four years and shall be subject to the 
provisions of this act. 


Section 7. Pursuant to the language of Section 4, the legislative 
committees reviewing such agencies, shall hold public hearings and receive 
testimony from the public and all interested parties. All agencies shall bear 
the burden of establishing that sufficient public need is present which 
justifies their continued existence. All agencies shall provide the reviewing 
and evaluating committee with the following information: 


(1) The identity of all agencies under the direct or advisory control of 
the agency under review; 


(2) All powers, duties and functions currently performed by the 
agency under review; 


(3) Allconstitutional, statutory, or other authority under which said 
powers, duties and functions of the agency are carried out; 


(4) Any powers, duties or functions which, in the opinion of the 
agency under review, are being performed and duplicated by another 
agency within the state including the manner in which, and the extent to 
which, this duplication of efforts is occurring and any recommendations as 
to eliminating the duplication; 
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(5) Any powers, duties or functions which, in the opinion of the 
agency under review, is inconsistent with current and projected public 
needs and which should be terminated or altered; and 


(6) Any other information which the reviewing committees, in their 
discretion, feel is necessary and proper in carrying out their review and 
evaluative duties. 


Section 8. In said public hearings, the determination as to whether a 
sufficient public need for continuance is present shall take into 
consideration the following factors concerning the agency under review 
and evaluation: 


(1) The extent to which any information required to be furnished to 
the reviewing committees pursuant to Section 7 has been omitted, 
misstated, or refused, and the extent to which conclusions reasonably 
drawn from said information is adverse to the legislative intent inherent in 
the powers, duties, and functions as established in the enabling legislation 
creating said agency, or is inconsistent with present or projected public 
demands or needs; 


(2) The extent to which statutory changes have been recommended 
which would benefit the public in general as opposed to benefitting the 
agency; 


(3) The extent to which operation has been efficient and responsive 
to public needs; 


(4) The extent to which it has been encouraged that persons 
regulated report to the agency concerning the impact of rules and decisions 
regarding improved service, economy of service, or availability of service 
to the public; 


(5) The extent to which the public has been encouraged to 
pernerate in rule-and-decision-making as opposed to participation solely 
y persons regulated; 


(6) The extent to which complaints have been expeditiously 
processed to completion in the public interest; and 


(7) The extent to which the division, agency or board has permitted 
qualified applicants to serve the public; 


(8) The extent to which affirmative action requirements of state and 
federal statutes and constitutions have been complied with by the agency 
or the industry it regulates; 


(9) Any other relevant criteria which the reviewing committees, in 
their discretion, deem necessary and proper in reviewing and evaluating 
the sufficient public need for continuance of the respective agency. 


Section 9. In conjunction with the criteria enumerated in Section 8, 
one criterion which shall be used in determining sufficient public need in 
such public hearings shall be a ‘‘zero-based review and evaluation.” A 
“‘zero-based review and evaluation” shall be a comprehensive review and 
evaluation to determine if the merits of the agency support continuation 
rather than termination and reach a finding as to what amounts of funding, 
if any, shall be authorized to produce correspondingly greater or lesser 
levels of responsibility and service output. Such a procedure shall 
necessitate the review and evaluation of all powers, duties, and functions 
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which currently are exercised by the agency as well as any request for 
additions to said powers, duties, or functions when reviewing the sufficient 
public need of the agency. Said ‘‘zero-based review and evaluation”’ shall 
include, but not be limited to, the following factors: 


_ (1) An identification of other agencies having the same or similar 
objectives, along with a comparison of the cost and effectiveness of said 
agencies, and any duplication of the agency under review; 


(2) Any identification of any agency which has not received and 
expended state tax dollar revenues within a period of two years prior to 
said hearings; 


(3) An examination of the extent to which the objectives of the 
agency have been achieved in comparison with the objectives as initially 
set forth in the enabling legislation and an analysis of any significant 
variance between projected and actual performance; 


(4) A specification, to the extent feasible, in quantitative terms, of 
the objectives of said agency for the next four years; and 


(5) An examination of the impact of said agency on the economy of 
the state. 


Section 10. The Speaker of the House and the President of the 
Senate shall act to appoint a select seven-member joint committee to be 
named no later than September 1, 1976. The Speaker of the House shall 
appoint, in addition to the Chairman of the Ways and Means Committee, 
two members from the House. The President of the Senate shall appoint, in 
addition to the Chairman of the Finance and Taxation Committee, two 
members from the Senate. The seventh member of the select joint 
committee shall be selected jointly by the Speaker of the House and the 
President of the Senate from among the members of the legislature. The 
Chairman of the House Ways and Means Committee shall serve as the 
Chairman of the select joint committee the first year and the second year 
the Chairman of the Senate Finance and Taxation Committee shall serve as 
Chairman of the select committee; each year thereafter the Chairman of 
the House Ways and Means Committee and the Chairman of the Senate 
Finance and Taxation Committee shall alternate as Chairman of the select 
joint committee created herein. 


Said select joint committee shall be charged with the duty of assistin 
in the implementation of the procedures of this act and shall be charge 
with the duty of establishing administrative procedures which shall 
facilitate the review and evaluation procedure as provided for in this act. 


The committee shall submit its report to the offices of the Speaker and 
the President for distribution to legislators and the Governor on, or before, 
the first legislative day of the ensuing regular legislative session. The 
committee shall submit a report of its recommendations to the legislature 
in such form that the legislature may vote to accept or reject the 
recommendation with respect to each agency. If the committee’s 
recommendation is that the agency be continued, and the legislature votes 
to accept the recommendation, such agency shall be continued; if the 
committee’s recommendation is that the in pe be terminated, and the 
legislature votes to accept the recommendation, such agency shall be 
terminated upon the date specified in Section 3 of this act. The committee 
shall file with its report data in support of its recommendations with 
respect to each agency. The committee shall use Sectioris 8 and 9 hereof as 
the guideline in preparing its report. 
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The committee members shall be entitled to their usual legislative per 
diem and expenses for attending meetings of the committee which ahail ba 
paid from funds appropriated for the payment of the expenses of the 
legislature. There shall be no limitation upon the number of days the 
committee or any subcommittee thereof shall meet; provided, however, the 
members shall be entitled to payment only for the days they are actually 
engaged in committee business. 


Section 11. On the tenth legislative day of the regular session, one 
hour after the last House convenes, voting in the respective houses of the 
legislature on the joint committee’s recommendations shall commence and 
thereafter shall continue, from day to day until voting on all the 
recommendations with respect to each agency are completed, as the first 
order of business. Termination or continuance of any agency, unit or 
subunit shall be by simple majority vote of both House and Senate; 
provided, however, if no vote is taken prior to the termination date then in 
that event the agency will terminate as provided herein. 


Section 12. The Examiners of Public Accounts and Legislative 
Fiscal Office of the state shall furnish, upon request of the reviewing and 
evaluating committees, any relevant information including the results of 
prior audits and reviews of any agency under review. 


Section 138. The Governor is urged to utilize the principles of ‘‘zero- 
based review and evaluation’’ for each state agency in his preparation of 
the budget for each fiscal year and to include such analysis, together with 
his recommendations, in his transmission of the budget to the legislature. 


Section 14. No more than one agency shall be continued or 
reestablished in any one bill for an act, and such agency shall be mentioned 
in the bill’s title, as provided by law. 


Section 15. This act shall not cause the dismissal of any claim or 
right of citizen against any state agency terminated pursuant to the 
rovisions of this act which is subject to administrative hearing or 
itigation. 


Section 16. Nothing in this act shall be construed to abrogate any 
powers, duties, or functions of any agency established by the people of 
Alabama in the Constitution of 1901. If any provision of this act or the 
application thereof to any person or circumstance is held invalid, it shall be 
the intent of the legislature that the invalidity shall not affect other 
provisions or applications of the act which can be given effect without the 
invalid provision or application. To this end the provisions of this act are 
declared: severable. 


Section 17. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed. 


Section 18. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
assage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
aw.

Commission have revealed some appalling aspects of unbridled contro! and 
unwarranted proliferation with the attendant lack of efficiency in state 
government; and

where state revenues can no longer support this house of cards; and 


WHEREAS, A four-year-old study of state government, instituted by 
Governor George C. Wallace and called ‘‘The Governor’s Cost Control 
Survey”, has proved that enormous savings can be effected in state 
government by the proper exercise of modern and efficient businesss 
standards; and 


WHEREAS, More than half of the Survey recommendations have not 
yet been implemented; and 


WHEREAS, Projections show that almost $80 million dollars could 
still be saved by full implementation; now, therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF ALABAMA, THE 
HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES CONCURRING, That this body 
henceforth dedicate its efforts toward full implementation of the Cost 
Control Survey. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED That those departments, boards, 
commissions and other agencies of state government which have not fully 
implemented the Survey recommendations be called before the proper 
Committees to justify their inaction and their judgment of said 
recommendations. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED That this Legislature examine closely 
the Survey recommendation for a complete reorganization of the 
Executive Branch of state government, and design an organization which 
will bring order out of chaos and greatly increase government efficiency. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED That this Legislature hold in 
abeyance any increase in taxation until such study is completed.

before the first legislative day immediately following review; providing 
that any agency, unit or subunit which is terminated shall have 180 days in 
which to conclude its affairs after which time the specified agency, unit, 
subunits and their personnel positions would be abolished and _ all 
unexpended funds would revert to the state fund from which

appropriations was made; providing for a 4-year limit on the life of any 
continued or newly created agency, after which time review and evaluation 
procedures shall be repeated; providing for public hearings on the 
sufficient public need of agencies under review; providing for review and 
evaluation criteria; providing for a review and evaluation criterion of a 
“‘zero-based review and evaluation’; providing for a select committee to 
assist in the implementation of the provisions of this act; providing that 
appropriate House and Senate committees, upon assignment of the 
Speaker and President, respectively, shall sit jointly and complete the 
review and evaluation process and that their recommendation report shall

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The Code of Alabama 1940, Title 16, Section 1, as last 
amended, is hereby further amended to read as follows: 


“Section 1. Descent of real estate.— The real estate of persons dying 
intestate, as to such estate descends, subject to the payment of debts, 
chargos against the estate, and the widaw’s dawer, as follows:

(1) To the children of the intestate, or their descendents, in equal 
parts. 


(2) If there are no children or their descendants, then to the father 
and mother, in equal parts. 


(3) If there are no children or their descendents, and if there be but 
one surviving parent, then one half to such surviving parent, and the other 
half to the brothers and sisters of the intestate, or their descendants, in 
equal parts. 


(4) If there are no children or their descendants, no brothers or 
sisters or their descendants, and if there be but one surviving parent, then 
the whole to such surviving parent. 


(5) If there are no children or their descendants, and no father or 
mother, then to the brothers and sisters of the intestate, or their 
descendants, in equal parts. 


(6) Ifthere are no children or their descendants, no father or mother, 
and no brothers or sisters or their descendants, then the whole to the 
husband or wife of the intestate. 


(1) To the surviving husband or wife and the children, or their 
descendants, in equal parts, the husband or wife taking as if he or she were 
one of the children; 


(2) If there are no children or their descendants, then the whole to 
the husband or wife of the intestate; 


(3) If there is no surviving husband or wife, then to the children or 
their descendants, in equal parts; 


(4) If there is no surviving husband or wife, no children or their 


descendants, then to the father and mother, in equal parts, and if there be 
but one surviving parent, then the whole to such surviving parent; 
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(5) If there is no surviving husband or wife, no children or their 
descendants, no parents, then to the brothers and sisters of the intestate, 
or their descendants, in equal parts; 


‘(7) (6) If there are no children or their descendants, no father or 
mother, no brothers or sisters or their descendants, and no husband or 
wife, then to the next of kin to the intestate, in equal degree, in equal parts. 


“(8) (7) If there are no children or their descendants, no father or 
mother, no brothers or sisters or their descendants, no husband or wife, 
and no next of kin to the intestate, then to the next of kin of the intestate’s 
predeceased spouse in the same order of priority as provided for descent to 
the kin of the intestate. 


“(9) (8) If there are no children or their descendants, no father or 
mother, no brothers or sisters or their descendants, no husband or wife, 
and no kin capable of inheriting, then it escheates to the state.”’

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To make annual appropriations for the support, maintenance, and 
development of public education in Alabama for the fiscal year ending 
September 30, 1977. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1, That for the purpose of this Act, the following class- 
ifications, definitions and restrictions shall be applicable: (a) “salary” 
and ‘“‘other salaries’, wherever appearin herein, shall mean the wages 
or other compensation and including employee benefits for skill, work or 
employment for anyone performing services for the State of ‘Alabama 
as an employee, officer, official, or consultant and shall be expended only 
for such purposes; (b) ‘‘other expenses”’ shall mean the operating costs of 
agencies, departments, boards, bureaus and institutions of the State, other 
than salaries and equipment purchases and shall be expended only for 
operating costs incident to the normal operations of such agencies, 
departments, boards, bureaus and institutions, including office, 
instructional, medical, health and general supplies and materials, library 
books and materials, postage, telephone, telegraph, express, travel 
expense, motor vehicle operations, lights, water, power, steam, insurance 
and bonding, auditing, printing and binding, repaits and altcrations, 
maintenance of equipment, buildings and grounds, sanitation service, 
laundry expense, dues and memberships, rental and items of general 
expense not defined as ‘‘equipment purchases”, and the money appro- 
priated therefor shall be expended only for such purposes; (c) ‘‘equipment 
purchases” shall mean those items of administrative, office, laboratory 
and instructional equipment and maintenance, buildings and ground 
equipment and other equipment which have an appreciable and calculable 
period of usefulness in excess of one year; (d) ‘automotive equipment 
purchases’”’ shall mean those items of motor vehicle equipment only and 
the money appropriated therefor shall be expended only for such purposes. 
(e) “operation and maintenance”’ shall include any of the Sepondibures 
as set out in items (a), (b), (c), and (d) in this section, but shall not include 
any capital outlay expenditures or transfers to any capital outlay account 
unless so stated in this act. 


Provided, however, that if at the end of any fiscal year, a pay period 
which has been or may be established by the Legislature providing for the 
payment of salaries of State employees overlaps from one fiscal year into 
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the next fiscal year, payment for the total pay period shall be made from 
the new fiscal year’s appropriation. 


Section 2. The appropriations provided for in this Act shall be paid 
from funds in the State Treasury to the credit of the Alabama Special 
Educational Trust Fund and are hereby made for the support of public 
education in Alabama for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1977, and 
except as may be otherwise expressly provided, the appropriations herein 
made shall be subject to the provisions, terms, conditions and limitations 
of the Budget and Financial Control Act (Article 3, Chapter 4, Title 55 of 
the Code of Alabama 1940) and shall be in the amounts specified in said 
sections.

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and units to reduce the number of pupils in 
grades 1-3 shall be allocated to local school 
systems on the basis of enrollment. Units 
earned by a system on this basis which are 
not used by such system may not be re- 
allocated to other systems except those 
units necessary to guarantee school 
systems not less than the number of units 
allocated to them during the 1975-76 school 
year. 


(c) Two hundred and fifty dollars ($250) per 
teacher unit for grades 1-6 and three 
hundred dollars ($300) per teacher unit for 
grades 7-12 is herein above appropriated 
to the State Board of Education for all 
teachers employed (except ESEA Title I 
and Title III teachers and ESAA teachers) 
and shall be allocated to each county and 
city board of education for the purchase of 
instructional supplies, materials, and 
equipment, excluding furniture and 
fixtures. Each local county and city board 
of education shall allocate to the schools 
in their respective systems an amount as 
set forth hereinabove for each teacher 
unit in such school provided from funds 
from the State. The faculty and principal 
of each school shall Secornmhend to the 
superintendent the amount to be allocated 
to each school and teacher for the operation 
of the instructional program within the 
school. The local school board shall 
approve or disapprove requisitions for 
purchases from these funds and shall issue 
purchase orders and handle all financial 
transactions in compliance with this 
section. It is the intent of the legislature 
that no fees shall be collected in the future 
in courses required for graduation. In 
non-required courses local school boards 
may set reasonable fees for courses 
rege laboratory and shop materials 
and equipment; provided however, such 
fees shall be waived for students who can- 
not afford to pay the fees. This section 
shall not be construed to prohibit com- 
munity groups or clubs from fund raising 
activities; rovided, however, that 
students shall not be required to partici- 
pate in such fund raising activities. 


(d) It is provided that in addition to all units 
earned by the local school system under the 
Minimum Program Fund calculation one 
(1) extra unit or fraction thereof shall be 
awarded for each aggregate of fifteen (15) 
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units or fraction thereof earned in said 
Minimum Program Fund calculation on 
regular units. The local school system shall 
assign to each school within the system at 
least the number of teacher units earned by 
that school using the Minimum Program 
Fund calculation and the additional units 
earned through the one (1) to fifteen (15) 
ratio as set forth herein. No school system 
may reduce during the school year the 
number of teachers it employed with the 
local funds during the school year 1975-76 
except in instances where all schools within 
the system are accredited or have met 
every requirement of accreditation with 
respect to teacher/pupil ratios. The local 
school system shall furnish the State 
Department of Education and the Edu- 
cation Study Commission such information 
as may be necessary to determine that the

H. J. R. 126. CREATING THE BOARD OF CORRECTIONS 
MANAGEMENTAND PERFORMANCE EVALUATION 
COMMITTEE. 


WHEREAS, the Governor of the State of Alabama and the Board of 
Corrections are presently under Federal Court Order mandating certain 
changes and improvements in the conditions of Alabama’s prisons; and 
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WHEREAS, the findings of the Legislative Prison Task Force which 
was created as a sub-committee of the legislature’s Interim Committee on 
Finance and Taxation reflect that the conditions, management, and 
financial status of the Alabama prison system present very realistic and 
severe problems which must be dealt with on a continuing basis; and 


WHEREAS, said task force, in its report to the Legislature, details 
specific problems regarding the internal operation, care, maintenance and 
management of the prison system along with certain recommendations 
which, if eriplemented. would assist in alleviating these problems; and 


WHEREAS, there is a mounting concern among the citizenry of this 
state for the aforementioned problems and resolution thereof; and 


WHEREAS, the overall financial condition of the state may be 
drastically affected by the necessity of solving the problems of the prison 
system, and increased operational and management efficiency would help 
reduce the financial burden and obligation of the State of Alabama to 
improve the prison system; now therefore 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, 
BOTH HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That a _ permanent 
legislative committee which shall be composed of 6 members, 2 of which 
shall be ex-officio and 4 of which shall be appointed, 2 each to be appointed 
by the President of the Senate and Speaker of the House, who shall both 
serve as the ex-officio members, the chairman to be selected by and from 
among the membership, shall be formed to assist in realizing the 
recommendations of the legislative task force and examine all aspects of 
the operations of the Board of Corrections. The Committee shall make 
diligent inquiry and a full examination of Alabama’s present and long term 
prison needs and they shall file reports of their findings and 
recommendations to the Alabama Legislature not later than the 15th 
legislative day of each regular session that the committee continues to 
exist. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That the committee shall be 
empowered to comply with the specific task force recommendations that 3 
ersons, one each from the following areas, Department of Public Safety, 
xaminers of Public Accounts and a person knowledgeable in the area of 
farm operation and management be utilized and employed by the 
committee as needed to assist in realizing the recommendations of the task 
force by working individually in their respective areas and collectively in 
all problem areas that are now or may exist in the prison system. The 
committee shall be further empowered to provide compensation for any 
consultant or person eplived not presently in state service and said 
compensation shall be fixed in a reasonable amount plus any expenses as 
deemed necessary by the committee. 


Upon the request of the Chairman, the Secretary of the Senate and the 
Clerk of the House shall provide such clerical assistance as may be 
necessary for the committee’s work. Each legislative member of the 
committee shall be entitled to his regular legislative compensation, his per 
diem and travel expenses incurred within the State for each day he attends 
a meeting of the committee when the Legislature is not in session or when 
the Legislature is in recess without pay. Each legislative member shall 
further be entitled to actual expenses for travel outside the State of 
Alabama which is deemed necessary by the Chairman and in accordance 
with the objectives of the committee. Such sums shall be paid out of any 
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funds appropriated to the use of the Legislature, or warrants drawn on the 
state comptroller upon requisition signed by the committee’s chairman.

equipment and other equipment which have an appreciable and calculable 
period of usefulness in excess of one year; (d) ‘automotive equipment 
purchases’”’ shall mean those items of motor vehicle equipment only and 
the money appropriated therefor shall be expended only for such purposes. 
(e) ‘operation and maintenance’’ shall include any of the expenditures 
as set out in items (a), (b), (c), and (d) in this section, but shall not include 
any capital outlay expenditures or transfers to any capital outlay account 
unless so stated in this act. 


Provided, however, that if at the end of any fiscal year, a pay period 
which has been or may be established by the Legislature providing for the 
payment of salaries of State employees overlaps from one fiscal year into 
the next fiscal year, payment for the total pay period shall be made from 
the new fiscal year’s appropriation. 


Section 2. The appropriations provided for in this Act shall be paid 
from funds in the State Treasury to the credit of the Alabama Special 
Educational Trust Fund and are hereby made for the support of public 
education in Alabama for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1977, and 
except as may be otherwise expressly provided, the appropriations herein 
made shall be subject to the provisions, terms, conditions and limitations 
of the Budget and Financial Control Act (Article 3, Chapter 4, Title 55 of 
the Code of Alabama 1940) and shall be in the amounts specified in said 
sections.

to each county and city board of education 
for the purchase of instructional supplies, 
materials, and equipment, excluding 
furniture and fixtures. Each local county 
and city board of education shall allocate 
to the schools in their respective systems 
an amount as set forth hereinabove for 
each teacher unit in such school provided 
from funds from the State. The faculty and 
principal of each school shall recommend 
to the superintendent the amount to be 
allocated to each school and teacher for the 
operation of the instructional program 
within the school. The local school board 
shall determine the allocation to each 
school and teacher, approve or disapprove 
requisitions for purchases from these 
funds, and shall issue purchase orders and 
handle all financial transactions in 
compliance with this section. It is the 
intent of the legislature that no fees shall 
be collected in the future in courses re- 
quired for graduation. In non-required 
courses local school boards may set reason- 
able fees for courses requiring laboratory 
and shop materials and equipment; 
provided however, such fees shall be 
waived for students who cannot afford 
to pay the fees. This section shall not be 
construed to prohibit community groups 
or clubs from fund raising activities; pro- 
vided, however, that students shall not be 
required to participate in such fund raising 
activities.

(2) All resolutions creating a committee or program wherein the 
expenditure of funds out of the state treasury is authorized must contain 
the same fiscal note as defined in paragraph one above and must be 
referred to the committee on finance and taxation unless unanimous 
consent to suspend this rule is obtained. No such resolution may be 
adopted except by recorded vote. 


(3) All fiscal notes provided for in this rule and other rules of the 
Senate must be prepared by or certified by the chief legislative fiscal officer 
as Te euneesntily accurate to the best of his knowledge, information 
and belief. 
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(4) All resolutions described in paragraph (2) above, when reported 
out of the Committee on Finance and: Taxation shall be placed upon the 
regular Senate Calendar in the order in which bills are placed on the 
calendar and shall be considered only when reached on the regular or any 
special order calendar on which they may be placed unless this rule is 
suspended by unanimous consent.

Gentlemen: 


I have previously transmitted to you a message concerning proposed 
legislation authorizing the sale of General Obligation bonds to meet the 
requirements of local participation by the State of Alabama in connection 
with the Tennessee-Tombigbee waterway development. As I stated to you 
in my previous message, the proceeds from the sale of these bonds will be 
used for the completion of necessary bridges, access roads, and approaches 
to the waterway. The State of Alabama has firm commitments for 
relocating certain highway facilities affected by this development. 


The House of Representatives passed this legislation on Tuesday, 
June 8, 1976, and transmitted the legislation to the Senate for your 
consideration. I would like to again emphasize to you the urgency in this 
matter since it is absolutely necessary for these road and bridge projects to 
be started just as soon as practicable in order to be completed prior to the 
time that water is backed up and landscape changes occur in 1978. The 
impact of this new waterway development on Alabama’s economy is self- 
evident and will result in many benefits in the way of new industry, new

_ For all of these reasons, I respectfully urge that you accord this 
legislation high priority and that you act as promptly as practicable to 
consider it in Committee and upon the floor of the Senate to the end that 
the funding of this important economic development in Alabama can be 
accomplished.

The Board of Corrections is hereby authorized to create 
restitution centers for the purpose of securing employment for certain 
minimum security risk offenders in order that they may work to repay all 
or part of the damages incurred by the victim as a result of the offense. 


Section 2. The court hearing the case shall have the power to 
recommend to the board of Corrections that the offender be included in the 
restitution center program. However, final acceptance of the offender in 
the restitution center shall be at the discretion of the Board of Corrections. 
The court shall determine the damages either actual or symbolic, through a 
writ of inquiry. In making the decision to accept or reject an offender in the 
restitution program the Board shall consider, but not be limited to, the 
following factors: 


(1) the extent to which the victim is capable of being indemnified for 
damages resulting from the offense. 


(2) the nature of the offense and the extent of violence and 
heinousness of the offense, 


(3) the offender’s prior criminal record, 


(4) the extent to which the offender demonstrates a sincere desire to 
compensate the victim of his offense and to modify his attainment of goals 
to legally and socially acceptable methods, 


(5) the extent to which the restitution center has the capacity to 
absorb the recommended offender into the existing facilities without 
jeopardizing the effectiveness of the entire program. 


Section 3. The Board of Corrections is authorized to decide at what 
time an offender is ready for release from the restitution. center. If 
restitution of damages is completed before the term of sentence has 
expired the Board shall recommend parole for the offender. The Board is 
further empowered to deprive an offender of the capacity to participate in 
the restitution center program for any misconduct in violation of ony 
federal or state law or any rule or regulation pertaining to suc 
participation as expressed by the Board. 


Section 4. The employer of an inmate involved in the restitution 
program shall pay the inmate’s wages directly to the Board of Corrections. 
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The Board may adopt regulations concerning the disbursement of any 
earnings of the inmate involved in the restitution program. The Board is 
authorized to withhold from an inmate’s earnings such costs incident to 
the inmate’s confinement as the Board of Corrections shall deem 
appropriate and reasonable, however, in no event shall said withheld 
earnings exceed 25% of the earnings of the inmate. After all expenses have 
been deducted by the Board, the remainder of the inmate’s earnings shall 
be paid to the victim of the inmate’s offense. 


Section 5. The Board shall be empowered to terminate an offender’s 
participation in the restitution center upon any misconduct as provided in 
section 3 of this act and upon the Board’s recommendation, the court may 
invoke the execution of the sentence originally given to the offender by the 
court. The time served in the restitution center shall be deducted from the 
term of the sentence of any participant in the program.

To provide for the leasing of board of corrections land for farming 
purposes by means of competitive public bids, to individuals, partnerships, 
corporations or associations. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. ‘ihe board of correciivus is leseby requized to tcase farm 
real property for farming purposes to_ individuals, partnerships, 
corporations or associations by means of calling for sealed, competitive, 
public bids. The property subject to such leases aay be row crops or 
pasture lands in tracts of up to 300 acres each. Each institution or 
detention center shall retain up to 500 acres of highly quality farm land in 
the immediate vicinity of the institution or center for production of food 
for the prison system. The proceeds for the leases provided for herein shall 
be used by the board of corrections for operations and administration. The 
lease term shall be for a period of 8 years. 


Section 2. The property shall not be sub-leased nor shall the lease be 
assignable. 


Section 3. Sealed competitive public bids called for and advertised 
in a newspaper of general circulation in the county in which the property is 
located for a period of three consecutive weeks, and in contiguous counties 
shall be opened publicly in the offices of the Commissioner of Corrections 
at the advertised time. Any bid opened prematurely shall be null and void. 
Any bid submitted after the advertised time shall he ineffective and shall 
be automatically rejected. The Board of Corrections shall have the right to 
reject any and all bids and shall have the option to re-advertise for bids on 
the same tract of land. 


Section 4. Good husbandry and good soil management practices 
shall be required to be practiced on the demised premises and the land shall 
be inspected at least annually by the Board of Corrections to prevent soil 
erosion or degradation and waste by the tenant. The Board of Corrections 
shall require the soil to be tested in ten acre blocks every year and require 
that the lessee follow the recommendations of the Auburn University Soil 
Testing Laboratory. Copies of the reports from the Auburn University Soil 
Testing Laboratory shall be sent directly to the person in the board of 
corrections designated to supervise and enforce the land elasing program. 


The lessee shall use mechanical or chemical weed control measures on 
the demised premises to control weeds and to prevent them from going to

When a defendant is convicted of an offense and receives 
a sentence of ten years or less, in any court having jurisdiction to try 
offenses against the State of Alabama, and the judge presiding over the 
case is satisfied that the ends of justice and the best interest of the public 
as well as the defendant will be served thereby, he may order that the 
convicted defendant be confined in a prison, jail-type institution, or 
treatment institution for a period not exceeding one year and that the 
execution of the remainder of the sentence be suspended and the defendant 
i Saori on probation for such period and upon such terms as the court 

leems best. 


Probation may be granted whether the offense is punishable by both 
fine or imprisonment or both. If an offense is punishable by both time and

Probation may be limited to one or more 
counts or indictments, but, in the absence of express limitation, shall 
extend to the entire sentence and judgment.

WHEREAS Alabama’s payments to the needy aged from State funds 
averages only $34.96 per month with the maximum that can be paid being 
$123 per month, and 


WHEREAS similar low amounts are paid to other needy, 
handicapped adults—$54.56 to the totally and permanently disabled where 
un ier a is also $123, and $38.08 to the blind where the maximum is 

,an 


WHEREAS Alabama’s payments to families receiving aid to 
dependent children are lower than those of every other state except 
Mississippi and South Carolina, averaging only $31.07 per recipient 
compared: with a national average of $72.41 per recipient and a top figure of 
$120.98 per recipient, and

WHEREAS Alabama grants aid to dependent children only if one 
parent is dead, disabled, or absent, though Federal law permits aid to 
children of unemployed parents, and 


WHEREAS while 36 states provide general assistance from State 
funds to impoverished families to help them regain independence and 
prevent hunger and hardship while this is accomplished, Alabama has no 
moneys allocated for this purpose.

All boards of control of local school systems, state public 
educational institutions and agencies which receive appropriations from 
the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund within the state shall be 
required to provide be deductions of dues for the local affiliate of any 
general incorporated statewide educators’ A aces if requested to do 
so by their employees. Deduction of dues shall not be required for any 
organization which serves only persons employed in a particular subject 
matter area or that is not affiliated with a public statewide educators’ 
organization which is incorporated under Alabama statutes. Each board 
shall adopt policies or raptilations which will provide for deductions from 
salaries of its employees or groups of employees whenever a request is 
presented to the board by said employees or groups thereof. Such 
deductions shall be made from salaries earned in at least six different pay 
periods or if requested by a majority of employees, a deduction plan from 7 
to 12 pay periods shall be provided for the employees. When amounts have 
been correctly deducted and remitted by the board, said board shall bear 
no further responsibility or liability for subsequent transactions. 


Section 2. No deductions shall be made from any individual 
teacher’s or employee’s check unless such shall have been authorized by 
said individual. At the completion of payment of annual dues, any 
employee may revoke subsequent deductions by submitting a written 
request to the employer. 


Section 3. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
this Act is declared to be invalid or unconstitutional such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 4. All laws or parts of laws in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


Section 5. This Act shall become effective upon its passage and 
approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To make appropriations for the ordinary expenses of the executive, 
legislative and judicial departments of the State, for other functions of 
government; and for the interest on the public debt and for the public 
schools. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That, for the purpose of this Act, the following classi- 
fications, definitions and restrictions shall be applicable to the appro- 
priations herein made: (a) ‘salary’ and ‘other salaries’, wherever 
appearing herein, shall mean the wages or other compensation for skill, 
work or employment for anyone performing services for the State of 
Alabama as an employee, officer or official, and shall be expended only for 
such purposes; (b) ‘other expenses” shall mean the operating costs of 
agencies, departments, boards, bureaus and institutions of the State, other 
than salaries and equipment purchases, and shall be expended only for 
operating costs incident to the normal operations of such agencies, 
departments, boards, bureaus and institutions including supplies and 
materials, postage, telephone, telegraph, express, travel expense, motor 
vehicle operations, lights, water, power, insurance and bonding, printing 
and binding, repairs, rentals and items of general expense not defined as 
“equipment purchases.’ (c) “equipment purchases’ shall mean those 
items of office equipment and other equipment which have an appreciable 
and calculable period of usefulness in excess of one year; (d) ‘‘automotive 
equipment purchases’”’ shall mean those items of motor vehicle equipment 


only. 


Section 2. There is hereby appropriated for the ordinary expenses 
of the executive, legislative, and judicial departments of the State, for 
other functions of povernment for the interest on the public debt, and for 
the public schools for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1977, to be paid 
out of any monies hereinafter specified, from such other funds and 
accounts as may be designated, or so much thereof as may be necessary, 
and the total amount to be expended for the items for which the appro- 

riation is herein made shall not exceed the amount provided therefor. 
t is provided that the amount expended for ‘‘equipment purchases” and 
“automotive equipment purchases” shall not increased by the 
expenditure of any revenue derived from the sale, trade-in or exchange 
of the items of personal property described in Section 1 (c) and (d) hereof.

WHEREAS, The Clean Air Act of 1970 states that its primary 
purpose is ‘‘to protect and enhance the quality of the nation’s air resources 
so as to promote the public health and welfare and the productive capacity 
of its population’’; and 


WHEREAS, in order to carry out this purpose of The Clean Air Act, 
the Environmental Protection Agency promulgated on April 30, 1971, 
national primary and secondary ambient air quality standards to be 
achieved by the states through State Implementation Plans; and 


WHEREAS, the Implementation Plan for the State of Alabama was 
approved by the EPA on May 31, 1972, and provides for the achievement 
and maintenance of primary and secondary ambient air quality standards, 
through the approval and implementation of control programs for the 
reduction of emissions; and 


WHEREAS, the implementation of control programs by both 
governmental and private sources will require the expenditure of 
substantial capital funds in order to achieve compliance with the national 
ambient air quality standards in many states; an 
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WHEREAS, it is essential for both government and the private sector 
to be able to plan in these inflationary times for such expenditures with a 
reasonable degree of certainty as to both time and amount; and 


WHEREAS, both the government and the private sector should, in 
the development of environmental compliance programs, be encouraged to 
weigh and balance carefully the impact of various alternatives on energy 
conservation, the economy and the environment; and 


WHEREAS, this reasonable degree of certainty does not exist today 
due to many factors including court decisions, changing regulations, and 
advancing technology, thereby causing the expenditure of unproductive 
inflationary funds without regard to the cost of the benefits to be achieved 
nor to the precious energy consumed; and 


WHEREAS, unreasonable uncertainties now and will in the future 
curtail expansion resulting in shortages of ee services and employment 
to the detriment of the world economy; an 


WHEREAS, provision is presently included in the Federal Water 
Pollution Control Ket Amendments of 1972 to provide a reasonable basis 
for financial planning for waste water management thereby encouraging 
the cooperation of the government and the private sector.

Gentlemen: 


I am returning to you, the Body in which they originated, Senate Bill 
Number 442 and Senate Bill Number 443, without my signature and 
approval. 


A careful study of these bills, which are in para materia, reveals that 
convicted felons serving sentences for assault, rape, murder, robbery, or 
any other heinous crime may be granted a deduction or commutation from 
his sentence two (2) days for each one (1) day served in prison or on parole. 
This means, of course, that a felon convicted by a jury of this State for pe 
and murder—for example—and who is sentenced to thirty (30) years in the 
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penitentiary, would be ‘‘scott free’ in ten (10) years notwithstanding the 
views, wishes, or recommendations of the trial judge, district attorney, 
Pardon and Parole Board, and most of all—the innocent victim. 
Presumably, the only basis, or requirement, to be met, or the only 
measurement standard for such deduction of sentence would be that the 
convict just be a ‘‘good boy”’ while in prison or on parole. If these bills 
become law, there will be rejoicing in the prisons; and ‘cooperate and 
graduate’”’ will become the motto of every inmate. 


Well, these convicted outcasts of society, as well as those yet to be 
imprisoned, should have thought about breaking the basic laws of society, 
being ‘‘good boys’ in their communities, and ‘‘cooperating and 
graduating”’ with their law-abiding neighbors before being sent to prison. 
It seems strange, indeed, that a person is sent to prison for being a ‘‘bad 
boy’’, but released for being a ‘‘good boy”’. 


I am firmly convinced that you could more profitably spend your time 
enacting legislation to further restrict ‘“‘good time” oar parole eligibility 
for habitual criminals, providing for mandatory sentences for such 
repeaters, and enlarging our prison facilities to incarcerate them both as 
punishment to the criminal and protection for the vast majority of our law- 
abiding citizens. 

Legislation such as Senate Bill Number 442 and Senate Bill Number 
443 do nothing except violence to this approach.

Section 11.01. Dual Officeholding. 


No person holding an office of profit under the United States shall, 
during his continuance in such office, hold any office of profit under this 
state; nor shall any person, except a notary public or constable, hold two 
offices of profit at one and the same time under this state. Service of a 
delegate to a constitutional convention or as a member of a statutory body 
having only advisory powers shall not be considered an office of profit as 
the term is used in this Constitution. The legislature may by general law 
exempt persons in the state military forces or in the military service of the 
United States from the provisions of this section. 


Section 11.02. Disqualification by Conviction of Crime. 


No person convicted of a felony involving moral turpitude whose civil 
and political rights have not been restored shall be eligible to hold any 
office of trust or profit in this state. 


Section 11.03. Compensation of Public Officers. 


(a) The rate of compensation of any officer holding any civil office of 
profit under this state, or any county or municipality thereof, who is 
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elected or appointed for a fixed term, whether such officer may be removed 
at the pleasure of the authority electing or appointing him or only upon 
iipenchinent, shall not be increased or diminished, during the term for 
which he shall have been elected or appointed, either by the imposition of 
new, different and additional duties, or otherwise. 


(b) Nor shall the expense allowance of any such officer be increased 
or decreased during his term except by general law applying to all similar 
public officers. 


(c) Any increase or decrease in the compensation of officers who are 
members of any court, board, commission, or similar body, whose terms do 
not run concurrently, shall become effective as to all such members thereof 
immediately after the expiration of the term or terms of office of the 
member or members whose term or terms first expire. 


(d) Notwithstanding the provisions of this section, the legislature 
may by general law provide for adjustments, up or down, in the 
compensation of such officers based on the United States Bureau of Labor 
Statistics Consumer Price Index or other appropriate cost-of-living 
criteria. 


Section 11.04. Method of Changing the Basis of Compensating 
County Officials. 


The legislature may, by general or local law, change the method or 
basis of compensating any officer of a county, including the judge of 
probate, sheriff, tax assessor, tax collector, clerk of the circuit court, and 
register, and may place such officers on a salary. in the event that a county 
officer is placed on a salary, all fees, allowances, and commissions collected 
by him shall be paid into the county treasury. No law shall be effective to 
change the method of compensating any county officer during the term for 
which he shall have been elected or appointed, nor shall any such law 
become effective in a county until it has besa approved by a majority of the 
electors of the county who vote thereon at a referendum election held for 
such purpose. 


Section 11.05. civil Service. 


(a) The legislature shall provide by law for appointments and 
promotions in the civil service of the state according to merit, fitness, and 
efficiency, to be determined, so far as practicable, by competitive 
examination. The legislature shall provide adequate financial support for a 
program of personnel management in the state service. 


Section 11.06. Oath of Office. 


All members of the legislature, and all officers, executive and judicial, 
before they enter upon the execution of the duties of their respective 
offices, shall take the following oath or affirmation: 


“T,...., solemnly swear (or affirm, as the case may be) that I will 
support the Constitution of the United States, and the Constitution of the 
State of Alabama, so long as I continue a citizen thereof; and that I will 
faithfully and honestly discharge the duties of the office upon which I am 
about to enter, to the best of my ability. So help me God.” 


The oath may be administered by the presiding officer of either house 
of the legislature, or by any officer authorized by law to administer an 
oath.

WHEREAS, in order to inform itself adequately on prison conditions 
in Alabama, the Legislature established a Legislative Prison Task Force to 
investigate prison conditions and to report to the Legislature; and 


WHEREAS, thereafter on January 13, 1976, the United States 
District Court for the Middle District of Alabama in the cases of Pugh v. 
Locke, et al., James v. Wallace, et al., and Newman v. Alabama, et al., 
issued an order containing pervasive directions to numerous officials of the 
State of Alabama regarding the operation and conditions of Alabama 
prisons; and 


WHEREAS, since that date it has been the purpose of that 
Legislative Prison Task Force and the Legislature to cooperate fully with 
state officials and other persons in an effort to implement the directives 
contained in that Court Order in accordance with its terms and with the 
earlier purpose of the Legislative Prison Task Force; and toward this end 
the Legislature of Alabama has by act given official status to a permanent 
Legislative Committee to replace the aforesaid Task Force (Act No. 84, 
H. J. R. 126, Regular Session, 1976); and 


WHEREAS, it is the opinion of the Legislative Prison Task Force and 
of this body that continuing cooperation between the Legislature and the 
Court and those persons appointed by the Court to assist in the im- 
plementation of its orders is essential to the accomplishment of this com- 
mon purpose. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE, That 
the United States District Court which issued the order of January 13, 
1976, designate and appoint the Permanent Legislative Committee created 
by Act No. 84, H. J. R. 126, Regular Session, 1976, to monitor the 
operation of the Alabama corrections system and to monitor 
implementation of the standards and requirements of said order; and

(Bob) Kendall, Jr. on July 17, 1976; and 


WHEREAS, Bob Kendall served the people of Alabama with 
uncommon dedication and love; a recital of his many contributions over 
many years to them and the government of this State are so numerous that 
to list them all is impossible; and 


WHEREAS, Bob Kendall was elected to the State Senate in 1946 
without opposition from the Seventeenth District (Butler, Conecuh and 
Covington Counties) and was re-elected to the upper Chamber in 1958, 
where in 1959 the Capitol press corps selected him the ‘Most Effective 
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Member’”’; he served in the House of Representatives for two consecutive 
terms from 1951 to 1959, where in 1953 a was Speaker Pro Tempore and 
the Capitol press corps designated him the ‘“Most Outstanding House 
Member’’; and 


WHEREAS, during his sixteen years in the legislature this humble 
but effective legislator exhibited his deep concern for the ill, the indigent 
and the less fortunate; in 1949 he worked tirelessly in sponsoring 
legislation which provided for the state and counties to finance the 
construction of Hill-Burton hospitals, and he chaired a special committee 
which hammered out and secured the enactment of Alabama’s first sick 
care program for the indigent; and 


WHEREAS, one of his most unique roles as a legislator was that of 
“peacemaker” which united contending factions to make good laws 
possible; and 


WHEREAS, Bob Kendall was Assistant Highway Director from 1963 
to 1965 and Highway Director from 1968 to 1969; Executive Vice 
President of the Alabama Textile Manufacturers Association from 1966 to 
1968, Director of the Department of Industrial Relations from 1969 to 
1970; and at the time of his death was Executive Director of the Alabama 
Railroad Association; and 


WHEREAS, Bob Kendall, who never claimed the limelight for 
himself, was sought out by the mighty and the lowly, by the greats and 
near greats, for his wise counsel and advice, and beneath his easy-going 
facade was a gold mine of political and business experience, keen insight 
and knowledge; his only intolerance was of a man who would not keep his 
word or self-serving and unfaithful officials; and 


WHEREAS, this anecdotist was a joy to all who knew him and 
entertained those around him with his reminiscences and experiences; and 


WHEREAS, Bob Kendall was a staunch Alabama alumnus and 
eupportet of the Crimson Tiders, and his devotion to them is legendary; 
an 


WHEREAS, this jovial man whose loud and easy laughter and great 
wisdom won the hearts and love of legions throughout the State; and

31, 1975, shall be a net operating loss carryover to each of the five (5) 
taxable years following the taxable year of such loss. 


(2) Amount of Carrybacks and Carryovers—The entire amount of 
the net operating loss for any taxable year (hereinafter in this section 
referred to as the “‘ioss year’’), shall be carried to the earliest of the taxable 
years to which (by reason of paragraph (1) ) such loss may be carried. The 
portion of such loss which shall be carried to each of the other taxable 
years shall be the excess, if any, of the amount of such loss over the sum of 
the taxable income for each of the prior taxable years to which such loss 
may be carried. For purposes of the preceding sentence, the taxable income 
for any such prior taxable year shall be computed— 


(A) with the modification specified in subsection (d) (2); and 


(B) by determining the amount of the net operating loss deduction 
without regard to the net operating loss for the loss year or for any taxable 
year thereafter and the taxable income so computed shall not be considered 
to be less than zero. 


(c) Net Operating Loss Defined: For purposes of this section, the 
term ‘‘net operating loss’ means (for any taxable year ending after 
December 31, 1973) the excess of the deductions allowed in computing 
Alabama income by this Section over the gross income in Alabama. Such 
excess shall be computed with the modifications specified in subsection (d). 


(d) Modifications: The modifications referred to in this section are 
as follows:

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
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Section 1. Section 16-113 of Act No. 1205, S. 400 of the 1975

“*§16-113. Collection of additional fees in civil cases. The following 
fees shall be collected in civil cases in circuit court and district court: 


‘‘(a) Defendant service fees.

‘“(2) Where notice by een or registered mail is used, the 
actual cost shall be collected before publication as a service fee at the 
outset of the case. 


‘“(b) Witness and subpoena fees. 


‘Witness fees shall be collected in the amount prescribed by law. For 
service of witness subpoenas a fee of two dollars shall be collected for each 
subpoena. 


‘(c) Post-judgment fees. There shall be collected a fee for the 
initiation of each of the following post-judgment proceedings: attachment, 
garnishment and execution. The fee for each such proceeding shall be paid 
at the time the proceeding is initiated. The amount of the post-judgment 
fees are: nine dollars for attachment, nine dollars for garnishment and five 
dollars for execution. 


“(d) Additional post-judgment fees paid by county. Fees due to 
constables and coroners for services in connection with district and circuit 
court proceedings shall be payable from the county treasury upon a sworn 
statement certified by the circuit clerk and shall not affect the collection 
and distribution of uniform fees. 


“(e) Thirty-five dollars fee for report of sales of abandoned 
automobiles, to be paid to and collected by the Circuit Court as prescribed 
in Act No. 1154, H. 675 of the Regular Session of 1971, (Acts, 1971, Vol.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To create a public employees insurance program which provides health 
and accident insurance coverage for certain public employees in this state; 
create a board to administer and effectuate the programs herein provided; 

rescribe the powers and duties of such board; and provide for funding 
rom the state general fund, Special Education Trust Fund to finance the 
Progra and any other funds from which state employees salaries are 
paid. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Short title; legislative intent. 


The short title by which this act may be referred to is ‘‘Alabama 
Public Employees Insurance Act’’ and it is the express intent of the 
legislature to encourage and promote a uniform partnership relation 
between all employers and employees participating in the insurance plan or 
plans formulated under the provisions of this act and to hereby declare 
same to be a public purpose. 


Section 2. Definitions. 


The following words and phrases as used in this act, unless a different 
meaning is clearly indicated by the context, shall have the following 
meanings: 
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(1) ‘Board’ means the public employees insurance board created by 
this act. 
(2) ‘State employee’’ means any person, including elected officials, 


who works full time for the State of Alabama, or for a county health 
department, and who receives his full compensation through means of a 
state warrant drawn upon the state treasury or by check drawn upon the 
state treasury or by check drawn by the treasurer of the Alabama state 
docks’ department or by check drawn by the treasurer of the Alabama 
state agency for surplus property, other than those employees covered by 
the United States Railway Retirement Act. Such term shall also include 
full time teachers, administrators, supervisors and all other full time 
employees of the Department of Education or any county or city board of 
education or junior colleges, vocational technical colleges or state public 
senior universities or the Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind. Any 
matters of doubt as to who is a ‘‘state employee’’ within the meaning of 
this act shall be decided by the board. 


(3) ‘‘County or city employee’’ means any person, including elected 
officials, who works for a county, city or town in the state; any separate 
corporation or instrumentality established by one or more counties, cities 
or towns, as permitted by law; any corporation or instrumentality 
supported in most part by counties, cities or towns or any public 
corporation charged by law with the performance of a governmental 
function and whose jurisdiction is coextensive with one or more counties, 
cities or towns. Any doubt as to who is a ‘‘county or city employee”’ within 
the meaning of this act shall be decided by the board. 


(4) ‘Retired employees” means any state employee or county or city 
employee as defined herein who has retired under the provisions of the 
Judicial Retirement System, Public Employees Retirement System, the 
Teachers Retirement System or any other retirement system provided for 
state employees and county or city employees. 


(5) ‘‘Employer’’ means the State of Alabama, its boards, agencies, 
commissions, departments, institutions or spending units; the 
Department of Education, county or city boards of education, junior 
colleges, vocational technical colleges, state public senior universities or 
the Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind; a county, city or town in the 
state; any separate corporation or instrumentality established by one or 
more counties, cities or towns, as permitted by law; any corporation or 
instrumentality supported in most part by counties, cities or towns or any 
public corporation charged by law with the performance of a governmental 
function and whose jurisdiction is coextensive with one or more counties, 
cities or towns. Any matters of doubt as to who is an “‘employer’”’ within 
the meaning of this act shall be decided by the board. The term “‘employer’’ 
shall not include within its meaning the national guard. 


Section 3. Public employees insurance board created and estab- 
lished; composition of board; election and term of offices; powers and 
duties of board. 


The Alabama Public Employees Insurance Board is hereby created 
and established to provide group hospital and surgical insurance, group 
major medical insurance, and group life and accidental death insurance for 
all eligible employees in the manner as hereinafter provided. 


All business of the board shall be transacted in the name of the 
Alabama Public Employees Insurance Board. 
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Section 4. Composition of Board; powers and duties of board 
generally; expenses. 


The board shall consist of seven members as follows: 


(a) Two (2) state employees elected by those persons employed 
under the provisions of the Alabama State Merit System; 


(b) Two (2) teachers elected by those persons engaged in teaching in 
the public schools of this state; 


(c) One (1) person who is neither a state employee nor a state 
legislator to be appointed by the Attorney General; 


(d) One (1) person who is neither a state employee nor a state 
legislator to be appointed by the Lt. Governor; 


(e) One (1) person who is not a state legislator to be appointed by the 
Governor. 


The term of office shall be four years except those elected and 
appointed in the first elections and appointments. Place one teacher and 
place one state employee shall be elected for a two-year term and place two 
teacher and place two state employee shall be elected for a four-year term. 
The first appointment made by the Attorney General shall be for a two- 
year term. The first appointment made by the Lt. Governor shall be for a 
three-year term. All subsequent appointments and the appointment by the 
Governor shall be for four-year terms. 


The first election for teacher representatives shall be under the 
direction of the Board of Directors of the Alabama Education Association. 
The state employees’ representatives election shall be under the direction 
of the Board of Directors State Employees’ Association. In all elections 
provisions must be made for open nomination by petition, secret ballot and 
opportunity for all employees to vote. All subsequent elections will be 
under the supervision of the Alabama Public Employees Insurance Board. 
The Board will develop rules and regulations for conducting such elections. 


Board members will take office January 1 following their election or 
appointment. 


If a vacancy occurs in the office of board member, the vacancy shall be 
filled for Lhe remainder of the unexpired term in the same manner as it was 
originally filled. 


Each board member shall, within ten days after his appointment or 
election take an oath of office that, so far as it devolves upon him, he will 
diligently and honestly administer the affairs of the Alabama Public 
Employees’ Insurance Board and that he will not knowingly violate or 
willingly permit to be violated any of the provisions of law applicable to the 
retirement system. Such oath shall be subscribed to by the member 
making it, certified by the officer before whom it is taken, and immediately 
filed in the office of the Secretary of State. 


The Governor shall appoint from the membership one person to serve 
as Chairman, and the membership of the Board shall elect its own Vice- 
Chairman. Four members shall constitute a quorum at any meeting. The 
Board shall meet quarterly or, for special purposes, upon the call of the 
chairman or of a majority of the membership. The Board shall adopt its 
own rules and procedures and shall keep a record of its proceedings.

The Board shall be responsible for the administration and 
management of the public employees insurance system as provided for in 
this act and in connection therewith shall have the power and authority to 
make all rules and regulations necessary to effectuate the provisions of this 
act except as is otherwise specifically provided. 


The board is further authorized and empowered to employ such 
administrative, technical, and clerical personnel as is reasonably necessary 
to effectuate the provisions of this act. 


No member of the Board shall receive any compensation for serving as 
such; however, each member of the Board shall be reimbursed for all 
reasonable and necessary expenses actually incurred by him in carrying 
out his duties as a member of the board. 


Section 5. Authorization to establish group hospital and surgical 
insurance plan and group major medical insurance plan; and rules and 
regulations for administration of such plans; what plans may provide. 


The Board is hereby empowered and authorized to establish a group 
hospital and surgical insurance plan or plans and a group major medical 
insurance plan or plans for state employees and county or city employees 
and to establish and promulgate rules and regulations for the 
administration of such plans. Such plans may provide for group hospital 
and surgical and group major medical insurance against the financial cost 
of hospitalization, surgical and medical treatment and care, and may also 
include, among other things, prescribed drugs, medicines, prosthetic 
appliances, hospital inpatient and outpatient service benefits, and medical 
expenses and indemnifying benefits and such other coverage and benefits 
deemed appropriate and desirable by the board. 


Section 6. Authorization to execute contracts for the administra- 
tion of claims and for group life and accidental death insurance; limita- 
tions; awarding of contracts; re-insurance; discontinuance of contracts. 


The Board is hereby given exclusive authority to contract with a 
pepure le insurance or adjustment OEE Dy, or companies for the 
administration of claims. Such company shall be paid a fee based on the 
amount of claims that are handled during the course of a year and such fee 
shall not be appreciably greater than that paid by other states receiving 
similar services. 


e such 


The Board is hereby given exclusive authorization to execute such 
other contract or contracts as are necessary to carry out the provisions of 
this act and may, but is not required to contract with one or more agencies, 
corporations, insurance companies or service organizations licensed to sell 
group life and accidental death insurance in this state for group life and 
accidental death insurance. 


The group life and accidental death insurance herein provided for shall 
be in an amount not exceeding one thousand dollars for every state 
employee and county or city employee. The Board shall have the authority 
to determine whether the premium for such insurance shall be paid by the 
insured employee or by his employer. 


The provisions of existing law relating to the division of purchases of 
the department of finance and administration shall not apply to any 
contracts authorized to be executed under the provisions of this act; 
however, before entering into any contract as herein authorized, said 
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Board shall invite competent bids from all qualified and licensed companies 
or carriers, who may wish to offer plans. The Board shall deal directly with 
adjustment companies or insurers in presenting specifications and 
receiving quotations for bid purposes. No commission or finder’s fee, or 
any combination thereof, anal be paid to any individual or agent; but this 
shall not preclude an underwriting insurance company or companies or 
adjustment company, at their own expense, from appointing licensed 
resident agents or adjusters within this state, to service the companies’ 
contracts awarded under the provisions of this act. Commissions 
reasonably related to actual service rendered for such agents or adjusters 
may be paid by the contracting company or companies: Provided, that in 
no event shall payment be made to any agents or adjusters when no actual 
services are rendered or performed. The Board shall award such contract or 
contracts on a competitive basis. In awarding the contract or contracts the 
Board shall take into account the experience of the offering agency, 
corporation, insurance company or service organization in the grou 
hospital and surgical insurance field, group major medical insurance field, 
and group life and accidental death insurance field, and its facilities for the 
handling of claims. In evaluating these factors, the Board may employ the 
services of impartial, professional insurance analysts or actuaries or both. 
Any contract executed by the Board with a selected company shall be a 
contract to govern all eligible employees subject to the provisions of this 
act. Nothing contained in this act shall prohibit any insurance carrier from 
soliciting employees covered hereunder to purchase additional hospital and 
surgical, major medical or life and accidental death insurance coverage. 


The Board may authorize the carrier with whom a primary contract is 
executed to reinsure portions of such contract with other carriers which 
elect to be a reinsurer and who are legally qualified to enter into a 
reinsurance agreement under the laws of this state. 


The Board may at the end of any contract period discontinue any 
contract or contracts it has executed with any carrier and replace the same 
with a contract or contracts with any other carrier or carriers meeting the 
requirements of this act. 


Section 7. Authority to provide for payment of insurance costs by 
employer; coverage for employees’ dependents generally; appropriations 
for employer’s cost of insurance; public employees’ insurance fund. 


The state’s contribution for insurance provided for under this act for 
state employees shall be one hundred percent of the total costs of the 
premium, provided however, that the state’s share for any year shall not 
exceed the amount appropriated therefor. 


If in any year the state’s share is more than the amount appropriated 
therefor, the Board shall have the authority to direct that such amounts as 
are necessary to pay such premiums shall be withheld from the salary 
payments of all state employees and shall be forwarded to the Board with 
such supporting data as may be required by the Board. 


Each state employee shall be entitled to have his spouse and 
dependent children, as defined by the rules and regulations of the Board, 
included in the coverage provided upon agreeing to pay the costs of such 
coverage for such dependents. The Board shall adopt regulations 
governing the discontinuance and resumption by such employees of 
coverage for dependents. 
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During any period in which an employee’s teenies are covered 
under this act, there shall be withheld from the salary payment of such 
employee the entire premium cost for coverage of such dependents. 


For the fiscal year beginning October 1, 1977, there is hereby 
appropriated from the Special Education Trust Fund an amount equal to 
that amount which was appropriated from said fund for the fiscal year 
ending September 30, 1977, for the purpose of providing hospital-medical 
insurance for teachers, administrators, supervisor or any other employee 
provided for by such appropriation. This appropriation shall be used for 
the payment of the state’s share of the premium costs incurred under the 
provisions of this act. 


There is also hereby appropriated out of the general fund or such other 
funds as state employees salaries are paid from for the fiscal year 
beginning October 1, 1977, an amount equal to that amount which was 
appropriated for such funds for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1977, 
for the purpose of paying the state’s share of the State Employees 
Insurance Program. This appropriation shall be used for the purpose of 
paying the state’s share of hospital-medical insurance for all state 
employees except those for which an appropriation for insurance has been 
made in the preceding paragraph. 


The legislature shall hereafter appropriate annually from the 
aforementioned funds such amount as it deems wise for the continuation of 
this program. 


There is hereby created in the state treasury a fund to be known as the 
Public Employees’ Insurance Fund. Such fund shall consist of and there 
shall be deposited into such fund all appropriations made from employer 
funds, any premium paid under the provisions of this act, and any other 
fund which may be received by the board from any other source. The 
treasurer shall pay all warrants issued by the state comptroller against 
such fund or funds as the Board may direct in accordance with the 
provisions of this act.

The legislature shall appropriate annually such amount as is 
necessary for the purpose of paying the administrative costs of this act. 


Section 9. Permissive participation; exemptions. 


The provisions of this act shall not be mandatory upon any county or 
city employee or upon any member of the legislature, but shal] be 
mandatory on all state employees. 


Employers, other than the State of Alabama, its boards, agencies, 
commissions, departments, institutions, spending units, Department of 
Education, county or city boards of education, junior colleges, vocational 
technical colleges, state public senior universities or the Alabama Institute 
for the Deaf and Blind, shall be exempt from participating in the insurance 
program provided for by the provisions of this act unless participation by

the employer has been approved by a majority vote of the employer's 
governing body. It shall be the duty of the clerk or secretary of the 
governing body of an employer who by such majority vote becomes a 
participant in the insurance program to notify the board not later than ten 
days after such vote. 


Section 10. City or county employees covered, if cost of the entire 
coverage is paid by such employee or his employer. 


Any city or county employee may participate in and be covered by any 
insurance plan or plans authorized herein for state employees, except that 
their proportionate share of the full cost for all group coverage on 
themselves and their spouses and dependents shall be paid either by 
themselves or their employer. In no case shall there be any cost to the state 
for the coverage of any city or county employee or their spouses and 
dependents. 


Section 11. Members of the legislature may be covered, if cost of the 
entire coverage is paid by such members. 


Notwithstanding the definition of the term ‘‘state employee’ 
contained in section two hereof and notwithstanding any other provision of 
this act to the contrary any members of the legislature or any former 
member of the legislature may participate in and be covered by any 
insurance plan or plans authorized herein for state employees, except that 
all members of the legislature or former members of the legislature who 
elect to participate in or to be covered by any such plan or plans shall pay 
their proportionate individual share of the full cost for all group coverage 
on themselves and their spouses and dependents, so that there will be no 
cost to the state for the coverage of any such members, spouses and 
dependents. 


Section 12. Retired employees may be covered. 


Retired employees may elect to participate in and be covered by any 
insurance plan or plans authorized herein for state employees by 
consenting to have deducted from their monthly benefit payment their 
proportionate individual share of the full cost for all group coverage on 
themselves and their spouses and dependents, so that there will be no cost 
to the state for such coverage. The premiums so deducted shall be 
transmitted monthly to the Public Employees Insurance Board. 


Section 13. Rules and regulations for administration. 


The Board shall promulgate such rules and regulations as may be 
required for the effective administration of the provisions of this act. 


Section 14. Funds, property, books, records and effects utilized by 
the State Employees Insurance Board. 


All funds, property, books, records and effects utilized by the State 
Employees Insurance Board shall be transferred to the Public Employees 
Insurance Board on October 1, 1977. 


Section 15. Repealer. 


Effective October 1, 1976, Act No. 833, S. 128, 1965 Regular Session

Deduction of dues shall not be required for any 
organization which serves only persons employed in a particular subject 
matter area or that is not affiliated with a public statewide educators’ 
organization which is incorporated under Alabama statutes. Each board 
shall adopt policies or regulations which will provide for deductions from 
salaries of its employees or groups of employees whenever a request is 
presented to the board by said employees or groups thereof Such 
deductions shall be made from salaries earned in at least six different pay 
periods or if requested by a majority of employees, a deduction plan from 7 
to 12 pay periods shall be provided for the employees. When amounts have 
been correctly deducted and remitted by the board, said board shall bear 
no further responsibility or liability for subsequent transactions.

(a) The state university shall be under the management and control 
of a Board of Trustees which shall consist of one member from the 
Congressional district in which each of the following universities are 
located: The University of Alabama, located in Tuscaloosa, Alabama; the 
University of Alabama at Huntsville, located in Huntsville, Alabama; and 
the University of Alabama at Birmingham, located in Birmingham, 
Alabama; and one additional trustee each from Tuscaloosa, Madison and

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be ex officio President of the Board. The members of the Board of Trustees 
as now constituted shall hold office until their respective terms expire 
under existing law, and until their successors shall be appointed and 
confirmed as hereinafter required.

(b) When the term of any member of such board shall expire, the 
remaining members of the board shall, by secret ballot, elect his successor; 
provided, that any trustee so elected shall hold office from the date of his 
election until his confirmation or rejection by the senate, and, if confirmed, 
until the expiration of the term for which he was elected, and until his 
successor is elected. At every meeting of the legislature the superintendent 
of education shall certify to the senate the names of all who shall have been 
so elected since the last session of the legislature, and the senate shall 
confirm or reject them, as it shall determine is for the best interest of the 
university. If it reject the names of any members, it shall thereupon elect 
trustees in the stead of those rejected. In case of a vacancy on said board 
by death or resignation of a member, or from any cause other than the 
expiration of his term of office, the board shall elect his successor, who 
shall hold office until the next session of the legislature. No trustee shall 
receive any pay or emolument other than his actual expenses incurred in 
the discharge of his duties as such.

Lady and Gentiemen, you will observe from the foregoing suggested 
amendments that most of them are for the purpose of correcting language 
and minor adjustments in amounts, which have been requested of me by 
members of the Legislature and leaders in education; and none of these 
amendments meet with strong objections. 


I would, however, take this opportunity to place special emphasis on 
the appropriation of $1.5 million to the Department of Education’s 
Division of Rehabilitation and Crippled Children in furtherance of the 
program for the Homebound. As you know, the Division of Rehabilitation 
and Crippled Children is educational in scope, and has so been considered 
as part of the Department of Education for its many years of existence. 
This Homebound Program was established and funded from the Alabama 
Special Education Trust Fund by your Act No. 109 of the 1975 Session of 
the Legislature to provide the much needed medical care, attendant care, 
and home health care for the many Alabamians who have suffered severe 
disability resulting in their being confined to their homes. 


These unfortunate persons—and often times, forgotten persons 
except by their families—do not have the personal nor family funds or 
resources to meet the minimal needs and necessities for medical care, 
special devices, or living conditions. Were it not for this program, many 
would have to be placed in nursing homes and away from their families. 


At the present time, the program is operative and functioning well in 
the Birmingham and Mobile areas. The Montgomery area program will be 
providing services this year; and the north Alabama area is yet to be 
organized and developed, but will be as quickly as possible, given the 
additional funds herein recommended. 
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I hope, and request, that you will join with me in extending the 
helping hand of the State of Alabama to aid and assist the severely 
crippled and handicapped men and women of our State.

BILLS ON THIRD READING 


The Senate proceeded to consideration of the Unfinished Business for 
today, the first item of which was the Bill: 


S. 402. To repeal Act No. 1056, S. 1, Regular Session 1973 (Acts of 
1973, p. 1699), as amended, entitled “An Act To establish a state ethics 
commission and toprovide a state ethics law which: Requires disclosures of 
certain economic interests and certain family connections to be filed by 
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candidates for public offices, public officials and employees, and by 
persons having certain business dealings with the state, a county or 
municipality or its agencies or instrumentalities; proscribes certain 
practices by public officials and employees which conflict with the proper 
safeguarding of the public trust; requires the registration of persons 
engaged in activities designed to influence legislation and the making of 
certain reports by such persons and otherwise regulates such activities of 
such persons; prescribes penalties; provides for the enforcement of this 
act; prescribes the powers and duties of the ethics commission; and 
authorizes the commission to prescribe, promulgate and enforce rules, 
consonant with this law, to govern activities and disclosures by public 
officials and employees needed to safeguard the public trust in such 
governmental units.” 


Mr. Perloff offered the following substitute for the Bill, S. B. 402, to- 
wit: 


SUBSTITUTE FOR S. B. 402 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To establish a State Ethics Commission and to provide a state ethics 
law, which: Requires disclosures of certain economic interests and certain 
family connections to be filed by candidates for public offices, public 
officials and employees, and by persons having certain business dealings 
with the state, a county or municipality or its agencies or 
instrumentalities; proscribes certain practices by public officials and 
employees which conflict with the proper safeguarding of the public trust; 
requires the registration of persons engaged in activities designed to 
influence legislation and the making of certain reports by such persons and 
otherwise regulates such activities of such persons; prescribes penalties; 
provides for the enforcement of this act; prescribes the powers and duties 
of the ethics commission; and authorizes the commission to prescribe, 
promulgate and enforce rules, consonant with this law, to govern activities 
and disclosures by public officials and employees needed to safeguard the 
public trust in such governmental units. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. (a) It is essential to the proper operation of democratic 
government that public officials be independent and impartial; that 
governmental decisions and policy be made in the proper channels of the 
governmental structure; that public office not be used for private gain 
other than the remuneration provided by law; and that there by public 
confidence in the integrity of government. The attainment of one or more 
of these ends is impaired whenever there exists a conflict between the 
private interests of an elected official or a government employee and his 
duties as such. The public interest, herefore, requires that the law protect 
against such conflicts of interest and establish appropriate ethical 
standards with respect to the conduct of elected officials and government 
employees in situations where conflicts exist. 


(b) It is also essential to the proper operation of government that 
those best qualified be encouraged to serve the government. Accordingly, 
legal safeguards against conflicts of interest must be so designed as not 
unnecessarily or unreasonably to impede the recruitment and retention by 
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the government of those men and women who are best qualified to serve it. 

An essential principle underlying the staffing of our government structure 

is that its elected officials and employees should not be denied the 

opportunity, available to all other citizens, to acquire and retain private 

economic and other interests, except where conflicts with the 

responsibilty of such elected officials and employees to the public cannot 
e avoided. 


(c) Also, the legislature hereby declares that the operation of 
responsible democratic government requires that the fullest opportunity 
be afforded to the people to petition their government for the redress of 
grievances and to express freely to individual members of the legislature, 
to committees of the legislature, and to officials of the executive branch, 
their opinions on legislation, on pending executive actions and on current 
issues; and that, to preserve and maintain the integrity of the legislative 
and administrative processes, it is necessary that the identity, 
expenditures and activities of certain persons who engage in efforts to 
persuade members of the legislature or the executive branch to take 
specific actions, either by direct communication to such officials, or by 
solicitation of others to engage in such efforts, be publicly and regularly 
disclosed. The provisions of this Act shall be liberally construed to 
promote complete disclosure of all such information and so as to assure 
that the public interest will be fully protected. 


(d) It is the policy and purpose of this Act to implement these 
objectives of protecting the integrity of all governmental units of this state 
and of facilitating the recruitment and retention of qualified personnel by 
prescribing essential restrictions against conflicts of interest in state 
government without creating unnecessary barriers to the public service. 


Section 2. Whenever used in this Act, the following words and 
terms shall have the following respective meanings unless the context 
clearly indicates otherwise: 


(a) ‘‘Business’” means any corporation, partnership, proprietorship, 
firm, enterprise, franchise, association, organization, self-employed 
individual, and any other legal entity. 


(b) ‘‘Business with which he is associated’ means any business of 
which the person or a member of his family, is an officer, owner, partner, 
employee or holder of more than 10% of the fair market value of such 
business. 


(c) ‘‘Candidate for public office’? means any person who has filed a 
declaration of candidacy or a petition to appear on the ballot for election as 
a public official, and any person who has Teen nominated for appointment 
to serve as a public official. 


(d) ‘‘Commission”’ means the State Ethics Commission. 


(e) ‘‘Legislative employee’’ means any person employed by the 
legislature or by any of its committees and any person employed by a 
legislator from funds provided by the state, who receives compensation of 
$12,000 or more per year. 


(f) ‘‘Lobbying’’ means the practice of promoting or opposing the 
introduction or enactment of legislation before the Legislature or the 
legislative committees or the members thereof, and shall also include the 
practice of promoting or opposing executive approval of legislation. 
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(g) ‘‘Lobbyist’’ means all persons who seek to encourage the 
passage, defeat, or modification of any legislation, except members of the 
Alabama Legislature or any person who, on an isolated basis and without 
the intent to continue beyond a single day during a session of the Alabama 
Legislature, merely appears before a committee or committees of the 
Legislature in his individual capacity, or on behalf of a corporation, 
partnership, association or other business entity, with which such person 
is regularly associated as an employee, officer, member or partner without 
receiving additional salary or compensation other than reasonable and 
ordinary travel expenses, to express support of or opposition to any 
legislation, and who shall so declare to a member, members or committee of 
the legislature with whom he discusses any proposed legislation. 


(h) ‘Reporting Year’ means the reporting official’s or employee's 
fiscal tax year as it applies to his United States Income Tax Return(s). 


(i) ‘‘Public Employee’’ means any employee of state, county or 
municipal governments who has administrative and discretionary 
authority for the receipt or expenditures of public funds or who earns in 
excess of $15,000 annually but shall not include those persons who are 
primarily engaged in teaching duties in all schools, colleges, and 
universities in the State. 


(j) ‘‘Public Employee’s Family’”’ means the employee’s spouse and 
dependents. 


(k) ‘‘Public Official’’ means any elected official at the state, county, 
or municipal level of government and any person appointed under state, 
county, or municipal law to an office where in the conduct of such office 
such person has administrative and discretionary authority for the receipt 
or expenditure of public funds. This definition shall also include members 
of state boards, commissions, committees, councils and authorities, 
however selected, presidents, vice-presidents, chief purchasing officials 
and chief financial officials of all schools, colleges and universities of the 
State; members of city and county industrial boards, planning and zoning 
boards, school boards, boards of adjustment, utility boards, housing 
boards, public hospital boards, and any boards, commissions, committees, 
authorities or councils having jurisdiction with respect thereto, in all cities 
whose population is more than 15,000 according to the last decennial 
census. This definition excludes members of all other boards not named 
including but not limited to those commissions, committees, councils, 
boards of authorities, functioning solely for cultural or historical purposes 
and advisory board members and members of boards of trustees of 
institutions of higher learning of the State of Alabama. 


(1) “Public Official’s Family’’ means the official’s spouse and 
dependents. 


Section 3. (a) No public official or employee shall use an official 
poses or office to obtain direct personal financial gain for himself, or his 
amily, or any business with which he or a member of his family is 
associated unless such use and gain are specifically authorized by law. 


(b) Unless prohibited by the Alabama Constitution, nothing herein 
shall be construed to prohibit a legislator from introducing bills and 
resolutions, serving on committees or from making statements or taking 
action in the exercise of his legislative duties. 
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Section 4. No person shall offer to or give to a public official or 
employee or his family, and none of the aforenamed shall solicit or receive 
anything of value, including a gift, favor or service or a promise of future 
employment, based on any understanding that the vote, official actions, 
decisions, or judgment of the intended recipient or family member would 
be influenced thereby. Expenses associated with social occasions afforded 
public officials and employees shall not be deemed a thing of value within 
the meaning of this section or prohibited hereby. 


Section 5. No public official or employee or his family shall solicit or 
receive any money in addition to that received by the official or employee in 
his official capacity for advice or assistance on matters concerning the 
legislature, an executive department, or any public regulatory board, 
commission or other body. No public official or employee or business with 
which he is associated shall receive any fee, salary, wages or other 
compensation for services provided to the State or any of its agencies or to 
any county or city or instrumentalities thereof unless a disclosure 
statement provided for this section shall be filed with the commission by 
the person rendering the services. The statement shall include the 
following information: (1) The name of the employer (2) the amount of the 
compensation received for the employment and (3) the date of 
employment. 


Section 6. No public official or employee shall use or disclose 
confidential information gained in the course of or by reason of his position 
or employment in any way that could result in financial gain other than his 
regular salary as such state officer for himself, his family, or for any other 
person. 


Section 7. Unless expressly provided otherwise by law no person 
shall serve as a member or employee of a state, county or city regulatory 
board or commission or other body that regulates any business with which 
he is associated. 


Section 8. If a public official or employee, or member of his family, 
or a business with which any of them is associated, shall for a fee represent 
a client or constituent before any quasi-judicial board or commission, 
governmental regulatory agency or executive department or agency, 
notice of such representation must be given within five days after the first 
day of such appearance to the State Ethics Commission in the manner 
prescribed by the commission. Provided, that no member of the 
Legislature shall for a fee, reward or other compensation represent any 
person, firm or corporation before the Public Service Commission or the 
State Board of Adjustment. 


Section 9. (a) Unless exempted under Alabama competitive bid 
laws or otherwise permitted to do so under law, no public official or 
employee, or a member of his family, and no business with which any of 
them is associated shall enter into any contract to provics goods or 
services which is to be paid in whole or in part out of state, county or 
municipal funds unless the contract has been awarded through a process of 
public notice and competitive bidding and a copy of such contract is filed 
with the commission. Provided, however, all such contract awards shall be 
made as a result of original bid takings and no awards from negotiations 
after bidding shall be allowed. A copy of each contract regardless of the 
amount, entered into by a public official, employee, family member, and 
any business with which any of them is associated, shall be filed with the 
State Ethics Commission. 
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Section 10. No person shall offer or give to a member or employee of 
a governmental agency, board or commission that regulates a business 
with which such person is associated, and no member or employee of a 
governmental regulatory agency, board or commission shall solicit or 
accept from any such person anything of value including a promise of 
future employment or a favor or service while the member or employee is 
associated with the regulatory agency, board of commission. However, 
expenses associated with social entertainment afforded members and 
employees shall not be deemed a thing of value within the meaning of this 
section. 


Section 11. No former state official or employee shall serve for a fee 
as a lobbyist or represent clients before the body of which he is a former 
member or employee for a period of three years after he leaves such 
membership or employment, unless notice of such representation is given 
within five days after such appearance to the State Ethics Commission in 
the manner prescribed by the commission; furthermore, no former public 
official or employee shall enter into a contract with any governmental 
agencies unless within five days of entering into said contract notice is filed 
with the commission of his previous status as a public official or employee 
and a copy of the contract. provided. 


Section 12. (a) No person elected or employed to serve as a public 
official or employee shall be allowed to take the oath of office or enter upon 
his duties unless he has previously filed a statement of economic interests 
in accordance with the provisions of this Act at the office of the State 
Ethics Commission. Such statement shall be made on a form provided by 
the commission and shall contain the following information on the person 
making such filing: 


1. Name, residential address, business; name and address of living 
spouse, minor and dependent children, adult children, parents, brothers, 
and sisters, and to the best of his knowledge the principal occupation of 
each of these persons. 


2. A list of occupation(s) to which one-third or more of working time 
was given during previous reporting year by the filing official or employee 
and spouse; 


3. A listing of total combined family income of the public official or 
employee during the most recent reporting year as to income from salaries, 
fees, dividends, profits, commissions, and other compensation from any 
business doing business in Alabama and listing the names of each business 
and the income derived from such business in the following categorical 
amounts: less than $1,000; at least $1,000 and less than $10,000; $10,000 
or more. Further, the person reporting shall name any business or 
subsidiary thereof in which he or his spouse or dependents, jointly or 
severally, own one-tenth or more of the stock or in which he or his spouse 
serves as an officer, director, trustee, or consultant where such service 
provides income of more than $1,000 for the reporting period; 


4. Ifthe filing public official or employee, or his spouse, has engaged 
in a business during the last reporting year which provides legal, 
accounting, medical, or health related, real estate, banking, insurance, 
educational, farming, engineering, architectural management, or other 
professional services or consultations, then the filing party shall report the 
number of clients of such business in each of the following categories and 
the income in categorical amounts received during the reporting period 
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from the combine number of clients in each category: electric utilities, gas 
utilities, telephone utilities, water utilities, cable television companies, 
intrastate transportation companies, pipe line companies, oil and/or gas 
exploration companies, oil and gas retail companies, banks, savings and 
loan associations, loan and/or finance companies, manufacturing firms, 
mining companies, life insurance companies, casualty insurance 
companies, other insurance companies, retail companies, beer, wine, 
and/or liquor companies or distributors, trade associations, professional 
associations, governmental associations, associations of public employees 
or public officials, counties and any other businesses or associations that 
the commission may deem appropriate. Amounts received from combined 
clients in each category shall he reported as: less than $1,000; more than 
$1,000 but less than $10,000; $10,000 or above; 


5. If retainers are in existence or contracted for in any of the above 
categories of clients, a listing of the categories along with the anticipated 
income to be expected annually from each category of clients shall be 
shown in the following amounts: less than $1,250; $1,250 or more; 


6. Ifreal estate that is held for investment or is revenue producing is 
held by a public official, his spouse or dependents, then a listing thereof by 
the following categories of fair market value: under $50,000; at least 
$50,000 but less than $250,000; $250,000 or more; and the following 
categories of annual gross rent and lease income on real estate: less than 
$10,000; at least $10,000; at least $10,000 and less than $50,000; $50,000 
or more. Furthermore, if a public official or a business in which he is 
associated receives rent or lease income from any governmental agency in 
Alabama, specific details of the lease or rent agreement shall be filed with 
the commission; 


7. A listing of indebtedness to businesses operating in Alabama 
showing types and number of each as follows: banks, savings and loan 
associations, insurance companies, mortgage firms, and stock brokers (the 
commission shall add additional categories as it deems necessary); and the 
indebtedness to combined organizations in each category in amounts as 
follows: less than $25,000; $25,000 but less than $50,000; $50,000 but less 
than $100,000; $100,000 or more. Indebtedness associated with the 
homestead of the person filing is exempted from this disclosure 
requirement. Filing required by subsections of this section shall reflect 
information and facts in existence at the end of the reporting year. In the 
event that said information required herein is not filed as required the 
commission shaii notify the public official cr employee concerned as to his 
failure to so file and the public official shall have 10 days to file said report 
after receipt of said notification. 


(b) After the original filing of the above prescribed statement(s) 
each person shall make additional subsequent filing within 90 days after 
the termination of each succeeding reporting year. Filings required by 
subsections 5, 6 and 7 of this section shall reflect information and facts in 
existence at the end of the reporting year. 


Section 13. Within 10 days after he becomes a candidate for state 
office, each candidate shall file a statement of economic interests as 
prescribed by the commission and in keeping with this Act at the office of 
the State Ethics Commission. 


(a) Each official who receives a declaration of candidacy or petition 
to appear on the ballot for election as a state official and each official who 
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nominates a person to serve as a state official shall, within five days of 
such receipt or nomination, notify the State Ethics Commission of the 
name of each new candidate for state office as defined in this Act, and the 
date on which such person became a candidate. 


(b) The State Ethics Commission shall notify such official and, in the 
case of candidates for appointive office, the clerk or secretary of the body 
that will approve or daanprove the nomination, of the name of each 
candidate who files a statement of economic interests at the office of the 
commission and the date on which such statement was filed. 


(c) Other provisions of the law notwithstanding, if a candidate for 
elective public office does not submit a statement of economic interests in 
accordance with the requirements of this Act within ten days after he 
becomes a candidate, his name shall not appear on the ballot. However, the 
State Ethics Commission may in its discretion allow the candidate an 
additional five days to file such statement of economic interests because of 
mistake, omission, error or other good cause. 


(d) Ifa person who becomes a candidate for appointive public office 
by nomination fails to file a statement of economic interests in accordance 
with the provisions of this Act within ten days after such nomination, the 
nomination shall not be approved or ratified until at least ten days after he 
has filed such statement of economic interests. 


Section 14. (a) When any citizen of the State or business with 
which he is associated represents for a fee any person before a state 
regulatory agency or commission or department of the executive branch, 
he shall report to the State Ethics Commission the name of any adult child, 
parent, spouse, brother or sister who is an official or an employee of that 
mate peeBEONy agency or commission or department of the executive 

ranch. 


(b) When any citizen of the State or business with which he is 
associated enters into a contract for the sale of goods or services to the 
State of Alabama or any of its agencies in amounts exceeding $1,000, he 
shall report to the State Ethics Commission the names of any adult child, 
parent, spouse, brother or sister who is an official or employee of the 
agency or department with whom the contract is made. However, this 
section shall not apply to any contract for the sale of goods or services 
awarded through a process of public notice and competitive bidding. 


(c) Each regulatory agency, commission or department of the 
executive branch or any agency of the State of Alabama shall be 
responsible for notifying citizens affected by this act of the requirements of 
this provision. 


Section 15. (a) Every governmental agency head shall file reports 
with the commission on any matters that come to his attention which may 
constitute a violation of this Act. 


(b) Governmental agency heads shall cooperate in every possible 
manner in connection with any investigation or hearing, public or private, 
which may be conducted by the commission. 


(c) The commission shall prepare and publish, prior to the 
implementation of this Act, procedures for review or appeal of any action 
taken against or in regard to any person covered in this Act. 


916 JOURNAL OF THE SENATE, 1976 


Section 16. (a) There is hereby created a State Ethics Commission 
which shall be composed of five members, each of whom shall be a fair, 
equitable citizen of this state and of high moral character. No member of 
the commission shall be eligible for appointment to succeed himself. The 
members of such commission shall be appointed by the following officers: 
the Governor, the Lieutenant Governor, and the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives and shall assume their duties upon confirmation by the 
Senate. The members of the first commission shall be appointed for terms 
of office expiring one, two, three, four and five years, respectively, from 
September 1, 1976. Successors to the members of this first commission 
shall each be appointed for terms of five years and until their successors 
are appointed and have qualified. If at any time there should be a vacancy 
on the commission, a successor member to serve for the unexpired term 
applicable to such vacancy shall be appointed by the Governor. The 
commission shall elect one member to serve as chairman of the commission 
and one member to serve as vice chairman. The vice chairman shall act as 
chairman in the absence or disability of the chairman or in the event of a 
vacancy in that office. As soon as all the members of the board have been 
appointed the Governor shall call and provide for the holding of an 
organizational meeting of the commission. 


(b) A vacancy in the commission shall not impair the right of the 
remaining members to exercise all the powers of the commission and three 
members thereof shall constitute a quorum. 


(c) The commission shall at the close of each fiscal year report to the 
legislature and the Governor concerning the action it has taken; the 
names, salaries, and duties of all individuals in its employ and the monies it 
has disbursed; and shall make such further reports on the matters within 
its jurisdiction and such recommendations for further legislation as may 
appear desirable. 


(d) Members of the commission shall, while serving on the business 
of the commission, be entitled to receive compensation at the rate of $50 
per day, and each such member shall be paid the actual and necessary 
expenses incurred in the performance of his duties as a member of the 
commission when approved by the chairman thereof. 


(e) All members, officers, agents, attorneys, and employees of the 
commission shall be subject to the provisions of this Act and also to the 


provisions of law prohibiting politicai activities by state employees. 


(f) The commission shall appoint an executive director and such 
other staff as is needed. All such appointees shall serve at the pleasure of 
the commission. All such employees, except for the executive director, 
shall be employed subject to the provisions of the state merit system law, 
and their compensation shall be prescribed pursuant to such law. The 
compensation of the executive director shall be fixed by the commission, 
but shall not exceed $25,000 per year. The executive Director shall be 
responsible for the administrative operations of the commission and shall 
perform such other duties as may be delegated or assigned to him from 
time to time by regulation or order of the commission. However, the 
commission shall not delegate the making of regulations to the executive 
director. The commission may require the executive director to draft 
regulations but no regulation shall be implemented by the executive 
director until adopted by the commission members. 
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(g) The commission is hereby authorized, when in its discretion the 
ends of justice will be thereby served, to waive any rule or regulation 
presented relative to any disclosure statement, provided such waiver is 
done a writing stating the reason why and made a part of the public 
record. 


(h) No person heretofore appointed to the Ethics Commission 
pursuant to Act No. 1056, S. 1, Regular Session of 1973, shall be eligible for 
appointment or membership of the commisison after the effective date of 
this Act. 


Section 17. It shall be the duty of the commission: 


(a) To prescribe forms for statements required to be filed by this 
Act, and to furnish such forms to persons required to file such statements; 


(b) To prepare and publish a manual setting forth recommended 
uniform methods of reporting for use by persons required to file 
statements required by this Act; 


(c) To accept and file any information voluntarily supplied that 
exceeds the requirements of this Act; 


(d) To develop a filing, coding, and cross-indexing system consonant 
with the purposes of this Act; 


(e) To make reports and statements filed with it available at 
reasonable hours to responsible public inquiry subject to such regulations 
as the commission may prescribe including, but not limited to regulations 
requiring identification by name; occupation, address and telephone 
number of each such person examining information on file with the 
commission. However, no copies of reports and statements will be removed 
from the office of the State Ethics Commission. 


(f) To preserve such reports and statements for a period of six years 
from date of receipt; 


(g) To make investigations with respect to statements filed under 
the provisions of this Act, and with respect to alleged failures to file any 
statement required under the provisions of this Act and, upon complaint 
by any individual with respect to alleged violation of any part of this Act; 
and whenever in its opinion a thorough audit of any person or any business 
should be made in order to determine whether this Act has been violated, 
the commission shall direct the Examiner of Public Accounts to have such 
audit made and a report thereof filed with the commission. The Examiner 
7 le uae shall upon receipt of such directive immediately comply 
therewith; 


(h) To report suspected violations of law to the appropriate law 
enforcement authorities; 


(1) To issue, upon request and publish advisory opinions on the 
requirements of this Act, based on a real or hypothetical set of 
circumstances. The written opinion of the State Ethics Commission 
provices to anyone shall protect such person to whom it is directed from 
iability to either the state, county, or municipal sub-division of the state 
because of any official action or actions performed as directed or advised in 
such opinion; 
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(ii) To initiate and continue programs for the purpose of educating 
candidates, officials, employees and citizens of Alabama on matters of 
ethics in government service. 


(j) To prescribe, publish and enforce rules and regulations to carry 
out the provisions of this Act. No such rules and regulations, however, 
shall be adopted until notice thereof is given by publication at least thirty 
days prior to the date set for adoption thereof and an opportunity afforded 
to the public to appear and contest such rules and regulations. The 
commission is authorized only to make rules and regulations on the subject 
matter specifically mentioned in this Act. 


(k) After the commission has been organized pursuant to this Act 
and has prescribed the rules and regulations and adopted and promulgated 
such rules and regulations, it shall give notice for sixty days prior thereto 
of the day on which such rules and regulations shall become effective 
throughout this state and other provisions of this Act shall be thereby 
implemented. 


(1) No member nor employees of said commission shall make any 
public statement or give out any information concerning any complaint 
against any individual until the investigation of said complaint is 
completed and the commission has taken final action as to the disposition 
of said complaint. Any member or employee of said commission who 
violates the provisions of this section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction be sentenced to the county jail for one year or be fined up 
to $1,000, or both. 


(m) In all matters that come before the commission concerning a 
complaint on an individual the laws of due process shall be strictly adhered 
to. 


Section 18. (a) Every person employed or retained as a lobbyist 
shall register by filing a form prescribed by the commission within five (5) 
days after the first undertaking requiring registration. 


(b) The registration shall be written, verified, and shall contain, but 
not be limited to, the following information: 


(1) the registrant’s full name and address: 
(2) theregistrant’s normal business and business address; 


(3) the full name and address of the registrant’s principal{s); 


(4) a listing of the categories of subject matters on which the 
registrant is to communicate directly with a member of the legislative or 
executive branch to influence legislation or executive action; 


(5) if a registrant’s activities are done on behalf of the members of a 
group other than a corporation, the registration form shall include a 
categorical disclosure of the number of members of the group as follows: 1- 
5; 6-10; 11-25; over 25; 


(6) a statement signed by the principal(s) that he has or they have 
read the registration, knows its contents, and has authorized the 
registrant to be a lobbyist in his or their behalf as specified therein and 
that no Coen will be paid to the registrant contingent upon 
passage or defeat of such measure(s). 
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(c) A-registrant shall file a supplemental registration indicating any 
substantial change in the information contained in the prior registration 
within 10 days after the date of the change. 


Section 19. Every person registered under Section 18 of this Act 
and every principal employing such lobbyist shall file with the commission 
a sworn statement concerning the activities set out in said section. The 
report must be filed between the lst and 15th day of each month 
succeeding a month in which the legislature is in session covering the 
activities during the previous month. The report shall be written, verified, 
and contain, but not be limited to, the following information: 


(1) All amounts received or expended directly or indirectly for the 
purpose of carrying on lobbying activities in the following categories: Less 
than $1,000; $1,000-$3,000; more than $3,000; but need not include 
amounts received by such lobbyist for his personal living expenses nor 
amounts received which are reportable as income to him for federal tax 
purposes unless his contract of employment provides that amounts 
received for such expenses or as such income may or shall be used for 
carrying on lobbying activities; 


(2) A detailed statement of any money loaned or promised to 
legislators or to anyone on their behalf; 


(3) A statement detailing the extent of any direct business 
association or partnership with any current member of the legislature or 
public official or employee; 


(4) A list of legislation by category supported or opposed by the 
registrant, by any person retained or employed by the registrant to appear 
on his behalf, or by any other person appearing on his behalf. 


Section 20. (a) A person who ceases to engage in activities 
requiring him to register under Section 18 of this Act shall file a written, 
verified statement with the commission acknowledging the termination of 
activities. The notice is effective immediately. 


(b) A person who files a notice of termination under this section 
must file the reports required under Section 18 and 19 of this Act for any 
reporting period during which he was registered under this Act. 


Section 21. All reports filed under Sections 18, 19 and 20 of this Act 
are public records and shall be made available for public inspection during 
regular business hours. 


Section 22. No person, for the purpose of influencing legislation, 
may: 


(1) knowingly or willfully make any false statement or 
misrepresentation of the facts to a member of the legislative or executive 
branch; or 


(2) knowing a document to contain a false statement, cause a copy of 
the document to be received by a member of the legislative or executive 
branch without notifying such member in writing of the truth. 


Section 23. The provisions of Section 18, 19, 20, 21 and 22 shall not 
be construed as affecting professional services in drafting bills or in 
advising clients and in rendering opinions as to the construction and effect 
of proposed or pending legislation where such professional service is not 
otherwise connected with legislative action. 
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Section 24. Nothing in the provisions of this Act shall be construed 
as to deprive any citizen not lobbying for hire of his constitutional] right to 
communicate with members of the Legislature. 


Section 25. (a) Any person who violates any provision of this Act 
and is found guilty shall be fined not more than $10,000 or be imprisoned 
for not more than 10 years or both. 


(b) All prosecutions for violations of this Act shall be initiated and 
rosecuted by the attorney poner! of the state or by the district attorney 
aving jurisdiction of the offense. 


(c) The penalties prescribed in this Act do not limit the power of 
either house of the Legislature to discipline its own members or to impeach 
public officials, and do not limit the powers of agencies or commissions to 
discipline their respective officials or employees. 


(d) The circuit courts of this state shall have jurisdiction of all cases 
and actions relative to violations or the enforcement of this Act; and the 
venue of any suit or action under this Act shall be in the county of the 
residence of the defendant. : 


(e) Nothing in this Act is intended to, nor is to be construed as 
repealing in any way the provisions of any of the criminal laws of this 
state. 


Section 26. Any person who knowingly and intentionally files a false 
complaint with the commission, or any member of the commission who 
initiates action against any state official, state employee, or any other 

erson covered by this Act, knowing such complaint to be false or 
inaccurate shall be guilty of the crime of malicious prosecution. 


Whoever is convicted in a court of competent jurisdiction of the crime 
of malicious prosecution, in addition to any other punishment prescribed 
by law therefor, shall also be required by court decree to reimburse the 
person against whom the false complaint was filed for all of his legal 
expenses and any other expenses incurred in relation to the accused 
defending himself against the false complaint. If such complaint is filed 
within 6 months prior to an election in which the accused’s name appears 
on the ballot, the person filing the false complaint shall pay to the accused 
the amount set out above, plus an equal amount to the general fund of the 
state. 


If any person, accused of violating this Act is acquitted upon trial, 
then such person may, in the discretion of the court or jury, recover in an 
action at law from the person who brought the charge against him a sum 
equal to three times the damages thereby caused. 


Section 27. No former member of the House of Representatives or 
the Senate of the State of Alabama shall be extended floor privileges of 
either body in a lobbying capacity. 


Section 28. The Legislature shall appropriate such sums as it deems 
necessary to implement the provisions of this Act. 


Section 29. Any citizen wishing to file a complaint against any 
public official or employee covered by this Act shall initially file said 
complaint with the commission. If the commission does not take proper 
action within forty-five days, then the said citizen may file the said 
complaint with the Attorney General or other officers authorized to 
enforce this Act. 
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Section 30. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 31. Act No. 1056, S. 1, Regular Session 1973 (Acts 1973, p. 
1699), as amended and re-enacted, and all other laws or parts of laws in 
conflict herewith are repealed. 


Section 32. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
assage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
aw.

S. 718. To provide for the conduct of elections in the State of 
Alabama, including reporting of and limitation on political contributions 
and expenditures, prohibiting specified acts in connection with elections, 
and providing for definitions of certain words and phrases used in the Act; 
to exclude from certain provisions of the Act candidates with respect to 
which expenditures aggregating less than $1,000 are made; to provide for 
certain requirements in connection with the organization and operation of 
political committees including the officers thereof, the manner of receiving 
and holding contributions thereby, record keeping practices of such 
committees, retention of records, notice of unauthorized activities, 
designation by a candidate of a principal campaign committee, and the 
filing of reports with such principal campaign committee; to provide for 
the registration of political committees, the contents of registration 
statements, amendments to registration statements, notice in the event of 
disbanding of political committees and of certain other events, and the 
filing of reports by political committees other than principal campaign 
committees; to provide for reports of receipts and expenditures, including 
the deadline for the filing of such reports, the contents of such reports, the 
periods required to be covered by such reports, reporting of contributions 
or expenditures by persons other than a political committee or a candidate; 
to provide for preservation of copies of reports sd under the Act, 
treatment of debts, pledges, etc. in reports, and to make provision for filing 
by registered or certified mail; to provide for reports by persons other than 
an individual or political committee; to authorize corporations to make 

olitical contributions to provide for campaign depositories, petty cash 
‘unds, and the mode and manner of making deposits to and withdrawals 
from such depositories and funds; to provide chat the Secretary of State 
shall perform the administrative functions of this Act, to provide for the 
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manner of filing and hearing complaints of violations of the Act and of 
other election laws by the Secretary of State, to provide for remedies to be 
applied by the Secretary of State upon the finding of a violation of the 
provisions of the Act or of the election laws of the State, to provide for the 
calling of new elections in the event of certain violations of the Act and the 
manner of holding such elections, to provide for the time within which the 
Secretary of State must act in considering complaints brought under the 
provisions of the Act and for appeals from certain orders of the Secretary 
of State; to provide that the Eovernior shall provide legal advice to the 
Secretary of State and shall represent the Secretary of State in court 
proceedings; to provide certain limitations on contributions and 
expenditures of persons, firms, corporations, labor unions, political 
committees, candidates and others, to provide for the adjustment of 
limitations on expenditures based on the consumer price index; to provide 
for permissible use of contributed amounts remaining after payment of the 
campaign expenditures; to prohibit intimidation of voters, to declare 
intimidation of voters to be a criminal act, and to provide penalties 
therefor; to prohibit expenditures to influence voting a criminal act, and to 
piece penalties therefor; to prohibit promise of employment or other 

enefit for political activity a criminal act, and to provide for penalties 
therefor; to prohibit publication or distribution of political statements 
without identification of the persons sponsoring such statement, to declare 
publication or distribution of political statements without identification of 
the persons sponsoring such statements a crime, and to provide a penalty 
therefor; to prohibit fraudulent misrepresentation or campaign authority, 
to declare fraudulent misrepresentation of campaign authority a crime and 
to provide penalties therefor; to enumerate and define certain other 

ractices at elections as corrupt practices; to repeal certain laws including 
Bections 268 to 286, inclusive, of Title 17 of the Code of Alabama of 1940, 
as amended, laws prohibiting private corporations from making campaign 
contributions, and all other laws in conflict with the provisions of the Act 
to the extent of such conflict; to declare that the provisions of the Act are 
severable and that a ruling that one portion of the Act is unconstitutional 
or invalid shall not affect the remaining portions of the Act; to provide for 
the effective date of the Act.

S. 235. To amend Section 21 as amended, of the Professional

OF ALABAMA 1975, furnished the material to be incorporated in such 
manuscript to the Subcommittee of the Legislative Council of the State of 
Alabama created by paragraph 5 of said contract, which material revised, 
digested and recodified the existing Statutes of the State of a general and 
permanent nature so that conflicting laws were resolved, obsolete and 
unconstitutional laws were eliminated, and typographical errors were 
corrected but without change in the substantive Statute Law of this State;

5. The joint committee shall meet upon the call of the chairman 
thereof and each member of the Alabama Legislature shall he notified as to 
the time and dates of such meetings in order that each member of the 
Alabama Legislature may be fully advised and appraised as the work of 
said joint committee in the discharge of its duties hereunder. 


6. The members of the joint committee shall receive their regular

to the proper establishment and maintenance of the Alabama National 
Guard, naval militia, and the Alabama State Guard,” is hereby amended to 
read as follows:

“Section 2. Composition and administration of militia.—The militia

upon their own application, be enlisted or commissioned therein pursuant

The adjutant general shall be appointed from among active or retired 
commissioned officers of the federally recognized national guard and he 
shall have had at least six years’ service therein, two years of which must 
have been in the line, and shall have served as a commissioned officer in the 
active national guard for not less than four years. In addition thereto, 
appointments from the retired national guard officer ranks shall be within 
four years of last active service in the national guard and the appointed 
officer shall not have attained the age of sixty years. The adjutant general 
shall not hold any other active national guard commissioned officer 
position while serving as adjutant general. The adjutant general of the 
state shall be in direct charge of the military department and shall be 
responsible to the governor and commander in chief for the proper 

erformance of his duties. All the powers conferred and duties imposed by 
aw upon the adjutant general shall be exercised or performed by him 
under the direction and control of the governor. The adjutant general shall 
be chief of the state staff, national guard of Alabama, the personal staff of 
the governor, and similar military agencies of the state. He shall supervise 
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the ipa aa preservations, repair, distribution, issue and collection of all 
arms, military equipment, stores of the state and of the United States. He 
shall supervise all troops, arms and branches of the militia, such 
supervisory powers covering primarily all duties pertaining to the 
organization, armament, discipline, training, recruiting, inspecting, 
instructing, pay, subsistence and supplies. He shall maintain a roster of all 
the officers and men of the national guard and naval militia of the state and 
keep on file in his office copies of all orders, reports and communications 
received and issued by the military department in its several branches and 
sections. He shall, from time to time, cause the laws and all state 
regulations that may be written thereunder, to be printed, bound and 
distributed at the expense of the state. The adjutant general shall, from 
time to time, prepare and publish, by order of the governor, such orders, 
rules and regulations consistent with the laws as are necessary to bring the 
organization, armament, equipment, training and discipline of the various 
classes of the militia of Alsbainn to a state of efficiency as nearly as 
possible to that of the United States army and navy. He shall prepare such 
reports and returns as the secretary of war or the secretary of the navy of 
the United States may prescribe and require. He shall perform such other 
duties as may be required of him by the commander in chief, and the 
comptroller of Alabama shall draw warrants on the treasury for all 
expenses incurred under this section on bills regularly presented to, and 
approved by, the governor. It shall be the duty of the adjutant general, if 
ordered by the governor, to visit and inspect each company, troop, or 
battery at least once a year, and to report to the commander in chief the 
condition of armories and other military buildings and properties, and of 
the arms, equipment and personnel of said organizations, and make such 
recommendations as he thinks proper in regard thereto. Provided, that the 
adjutant general may designate members of the state staff or field officers 
of the national guard, as inspecting officers for the purposes in question.

Such report shall include but not be limited to the 
placement of new units, changes in location of units, and the basis for such 
placement or change of such locations; physical condition of each armory, 
other military buildings, and property; a list of all officers by grade 
showing the number of military duty days, both state and federal for each; 
and any other major events that have occurred in the department during 
the year. The governor may require such additional information as he may 
desire. The adjutant general shall make such recommendations as he 
deems necessary. Members of the Senate and House Committees having 
jurisdiction over military affairs shall be furnished a copy of the report. 
The adjutant general shall assist all persons residing in Alabama, or other 
states, having claims against the state or the United States for 
compensation, pension retired pay, bounty or back pay, or service 
medals and decorations awarded by the United States, or the state of 
Alabama, where such claims and requests have arisen out of, or by reason 
of, service in any of the wars or insurrections concerning the United States 
or the state of Alabama. He shall furnish to claimants, or their accredited 
representatives, or assist them in procuring all necessary certificates and 
certified abstracts from the records and documents in the state military 
department and other departments of the state or the United States. 
Provided, that, any or all of these services shall be rendered without charge 
to the claimant. The adjutant general shall have a seal of office, to be 
approver by the commander in chief, and all copies of papers in his office 
duly certified and authenticated under the said seal shall be evidence in all 
cases in line manner as if the original were produced. The duties of the 
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adjutant general as provided herein are all inclusive and preclude any 
compensation for state active military duty. 


“Section 61. Officers and employees in military department; 
organization of department.— The adjutant general may have to assist him 
in performance of his duties and to perform the various duties of the 
military department such number of officers and employees as may be 
approved by the governor, such officers and employees to, with the 
exception of the deputy adjutant general, shall be appointed by the 
adjutant general subject to the approval of the governor and subject to the 
provisions of the merit system wherever applicable, it being specifically 
provided that, if approved by the governor, such department organization 
may include the positions of deputy adjutant general, an assistant 
adjutant general for army, an assistant adjutant general for air and a state 
property and disbursing officer and military executive officer. The position 
of deputy adjutant general shall be a full time state position and such 
officer shall be appointed by and serve at the pleasure of the governor.
